IN REPLY TO JEFF DAVIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston, who has become a permanent 
resident of Washington, was found at his 
home on Connecticut avenue to-day, and was 
asked whether he cared to say anything with 
regard to the charges made by Jefferson 
Davis respecting his conduct in the Civil 
War. 
seen the charges, excepting that he had read 
some newspaper extracts purporting to be 
portions of the work. He had also seen the 
published report of Gen. Sherman’s speech 
at Hartford. If these extracts were 
all that Jefferson Davis said in his 
book respecting’ him, Gen. Johnston said 
he did not think that there would be any 
necessity for him to make any reply. “So 
far as Mr. Davis’ criticism of my military 
record is concerned,” said Gen. Johnston, 
„these charges are nothing new. I under- 
stood, in 1868, that 

THE LIFE OF JEFFERSON DAVIS 

was being prepared, and that the author had 
submiteed the manuscript to Mr. Davis while 
he was living in Canada. Being satisfied, 
therefore, that this book had passed under 
Mr. Davis’ eye, and finding in it certain 
reflections and complaints against me, I 


made answer in a work which was published | 


in 1873. So far as I have seen, these extracts 
purporting to be taken from Mr. Davis’ own 
book, now published, have contained little 
or nothing that.did not appear in his life of 
1868. It on further examination I find that 
Mr. Davis in his book has made any charges 
which reflect upon my character as a soldier 
or citizen, I shall then take such steps to re- 
ply as the charges seem to warrant.” 

Gen. Johnston at first thought that this 
general statement would cover all that he 
cared to say at present, and, while he seemed 
to be entirely composed, it was evident that 
the republication of these charges had at 
least

and when it was suggested to him that al. 
though the charges were published, as he 
said, in 1868, and answered by him in 1873, the 
act that these were again published by 
Jefferson Davis himself now, might make it 
well for Gen. Johnston to make amore ex- 
plicit statement than a mere reference to his 
book of 1873, he assented to that view. 

“One charge, in brief, Gen. Johnston, 
seems to be that you did not improve the op- 
portunity offered by the battle of Bull Run 
to take the City of Washington.“ 

I know that charge has been made,“ re- 
plied Gen. Johnston. “it was made soon 
after the battle. Many of the Southern news- 
papers took up the err, and said I should 
have gone into Washington. ‘The simple fact 
of the matter was this: that it was an abso- 
lute absurdity to attempt to take an army 
into Washington from the Virginia side. 
To have done so it would have been 
necessary to have crossed the Potomac 
River, which is a mile wide, and we cer- 
tainly had no facilities for doing that. Be- 
sides, our army was in a somewhat disor- 
ganized state after the battle. Many of the 
men thought that ended the War. They 
thought ' 

WITH THAT LITTLE SKIRMISH 
the United States army was permanently 
beaten. They scattered off, went to their 
homes, and the army could not have been 
taken immediately after the battle to the 
shores of the Potomac. Just as the 
battle of Bull Run was ended 
Mr. Davis arrived on the field 
from Richmond. He rode in a special car, 
and with him was a brother of mine. He 
came upon the field, I should say, half an 
hour after the musketry firing had ceased, 
and rode in front of the men who were 
there, and they cheered him. Afterwards 
he went to the headquarters of Beauregard, 
and we there—Beauregard, Davis, and my- 
self—spent the evening until 1 o’clock in the 
morning, our conversation having reference 
to military operations. During that time 

MR. DAVIS NEVER SUGGESTED 
the possibility of taking the army on to 
Washington. He was there as President of 
the Confederacy, and, if he thought that it 
should have been done, all he needed to have 
done was to have issued the order. If any 
one desire a more detailed statement than 
this I can only refer him to my book.” 

WHO WAS IN COMMAND. 

have seen in connection with this mat- 
ter, Gen. Johnston, the statement that when 
you arrived at Manassas from the Shenan- 
doah Valley, the day before the battle of 
Bull Run, you found Gen. Beauregard there, 
whom you ranked; yet that you yielded your 
privilege of commanding the army to him.” 

“Yes, sir; I have seen that story,” replied 
Johnston. “It is absolutely and entirely 
false. A document, the general order for the 
disposition of the troops on the day of battle, 
drawn up by Gen. Beauregard, was sub- 
mitted to me and approved by me. That will 
settle that question. I can also narrate an 
incident. In the morning, when the firing 
began, we were satisfied that quite a sharp 
engagement was going on at your left. 

Beauregard and myself immediately

fighting. I was about to ride forward, when 
Gen. Beauregard ‘ 


DREW UP IN FRONT OF ME 
and said: Do you mean to take command 
here“ I replied: ‘Certainly.’ Gen, Beaure- 
gard then said: ‘ But, General, I think that 
it is my duty, as your junior, to jead the 
troops in this place, and for you, as com- 
manding officer, to take entire command of 
the battle, as there will be fightmg elsewhere.’ 
I coincided in that view. Beaurgard rode 
forward and took command of the 
troops at that point. If Davis made 


the statement that I yielded to Beauregard 
on that day, he has stated what he must 
have known to be false.“ 

DISOBEDIENCE. 

„Another statement of Davis is that you 
disobeyed his orders in such a way that 
Sherman was able to make the successful 
march to the sea, which divided the Confed- 
eracy. 
¥ Les. sir; that is no new charge. The 
facts are simply these: In the spring of 1864 
when I was at Dalton, Ga., Mr. Davis ordered 
me, after having collected an army of 75,000 
men (I then having 40,000) to invade East 
Tennessee. Sherman was at that time at 
Chattanooga with his army. Now, in order 
to invade East Tennessee with 75,000 men, 1 
needed wagons, provisions, horses, and the 
necessary means of transporting and provid- 
ing for an army. I could not get them where 
I was. It was necessary to bring them from 
beyond Atlanta. The very moment that 
these provisions, wagons, etc., were started 
for me, Gen. Sherman, with bis army, could 
have prevented their arrival. It was, in my 
judgment, 

IMPOSSIBLE 
to collect an army, with the necessary means 
for transportation and provisioning to invade 
East Tennessee. My judgment was, and | 
so informed the Confederate officials, that 
the invasion of East Tennessee was only 
possible after we had been attacked by Sher- 
man and had beaten him. Both armies were 
moving towards Atlanta at the rate of about 
a mile a day, and, sooner or later, Sherman 
was bound to attack us. If we could have 
strengthened the army and have defended 
Atlanta, which was one of the bestfavored 
natural positions for defense, we might have 
repulsed Sherman, beaten him, and then made 
the contemplated raid. It could not have 
been before, in my judgment, and to have 
attempted it might have been the annihila- 
tion of our army. Therefore, I moved with 
my troops down to Atlanta, and In July, aft- 
erwards, while preparing for the expected 
attack, was notified by telegram that I had 
been superseded by Gen. Hood. From that 
time until February following, I was with- 
hut a command.“ 
“ANOTHER STATEMENT 

that has been made, General, in substance, is, 
that you should have taken your army into 
North Carolina and pressed through, after the 
evacuation of Richmond,to some portion of the 
Southwest, where you could have joined the 
Confederate army there and reorganizea the 
forces.“ 

Why, sir,“ said Gen. Johnston, with 
much animation, in reply, the War was 
ended. It was useless to go through the 
farce of trying to prolong it. I had seen the 
end for a long time. I was satisfied that the 
Confederate armies were beaten when Hood

feated—annihilated—at Nashville. There

were alone there. Gen. Sherman, the first

assasination of Mr. Lincoln. We both felt 
greatly shocked over the announcement. He 
especially told me that he had, a few days 
before, returned from City Point, where he

THE TREASURY. 
PITNEY’S REFUSAL TO TESTIFY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—Pitney, 
Custodian of the Treasury Department, re- 
fused again testify under oath to questions 
propounded to him by the Investigating 
Committee. This refusal cannot fail to at- 
tract attention to this secret investigation, 
and to give it a publicity and importance 
which perhaps it may not deserve. Pitney 
privately states thatit is unjust to require 
him to make answer under oath to charges 
of the nature of which he is not advised, and 
that he will protect himself. He is 
also reported to have said pri- 
vately that he does not propose 
to be made a scrapegoat in this, 
and that every mau must wear his own coat. 
All this, of course, can only mean that Pit- 
ney, by intimation, seeks to convey the idea 
that persons who now are, or who have been, 
superior to him are responsible for whatever 
wrong may have been committed, 

THE INVESTIGATION 
has been conducted by a committee of three 
Treasury clerks with rigid instructions as to 
secrecy, and no official statement as to what 
has been discovered has been made public. 
The first authenticated information is that 
this secret tribunal has discovered 
at least three things, —first, that 
the Contingent Fund has been 
managed with carelesness, and in a very un- 
business-like manner; second, that an item 
of 8500 is on the books, purporting to have 
been paid for file-holders, when it was not 
paid for that purpose, but for some other 
purpose, the nature of which is not known: 
third, that the books show that a considerable

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHOTS. 

The correctness of the assertion made by 
Tux TRIBUNE when the recent reduction in 
rail-rates was annoynced, that a reduction of 
five cents per 100 pounds would have no et- 
fect on east-bound shipments, and that a still 
further reduction was necessary to stimulate 
traffic by rail, is fully substantiated by the 
statements of shipments by the six 
Eastern lines from this city for the 
week just passed. The new rates have 
been in effect nearly the whole week, 
and yet the shipments are no larger than they 
were for the week previous, when they were 
unusually light. The shipments of grain, 
flour, and provisions from this city East for 
the week ending June 11 were 31,102 tons, 
against 31,186 tons, a decrease of 84 tons. 

Of course, the Eastern railroads will notbe 
able to stand this sort of business very long, 
and they will necessarily be compelled to 
take some steps that will increase the ship- 
ments. Had it not been for the fact that the 
shipments of provisions during the past 
week were much heavier than the week be- 
fore the business would have been still 
lighter than it was. The grain shipments 
tell off from 18,506 tons to 14,540 tons,—an 
amount which almost any one of the roads 
could have carried without taxing its re- 
sources to any great extent. There is hardly 
any corn in the country fit for shipment, as 
most of that which remained in the cribs 
during the winter has been more or less 
spoiled by the snow drifting into the cribs 
and keeping it in a damp and wet condition, 
which causes it to heat very easily. Theonly 
grain now going forward is wheat and oats, 
and of these there is not by any means as 
much in the country as there was at this time 
a year ago. Besides, last year but little of this 
business was going down the Mississippi 
by way of New Orleans, while considerabie 
is now being diverted by that route. The 
railroads also had less competition among 
themselves, as there were fewer lines. During 
the past year a number of new through lines 
to the East have been formed, and these take 
away some business from the old established 
roads. Ithasoften been remarked that a 
pool like the eas-tbound one can only be 
maintained when there is plenty ot business 
and the roads have no cause for cutting rates. 
But when business is — and re is 
plenty of competition it is simply impossible 
to carry out the provisions of such a pool, as 
the roads will be compelled to cut the rates 
in order to make a fair showing. Commis 


sioner Fink has no means of enforcing the 


provisions of the pool, because no penalties 
are provided for its violation.

THERE was no change of consequence in 
the Senatorial situation at Albany vesterday. 
The Administration people expect that on 
Tuesday they will be able to run up Depew’s 
vote to 60, and there is a strong probability 
that Platt may lose some votes, and that 
before the end of the week he will have dis- 
appeared as a candidate altogether. The In- 
vestigating Committee held a short session 
yesterday, and listened to the story of a 
legislator named Trimble, hailing from New 
York City, who stated that it had been 
intimated to him that he would receive 
$2,500 if he would only cast his vote for 
Depew, but that he refused to desert the 
Conkling standard at the suggestion of the 
tempter, a person named Edwards, a fourth- 
rate lobbyist, who was initiated into the mys- 
teries of his calling in the days of Boss 
Tweed. Edwards has left for parts unknewn, 
and it is said that it will be very convenient 
for the Conklingites if his absence from 
Albany should be prolonged, The investi- 
gating part of the business will be pushed 
vigorously next week, and the examination of 
Vice-President Arthur,“ Insurance“ Smythe, 
and several machine men will add interest to 
the occasion. The anti-Conkling people were 
confident of being able to prove that the 
money received by the virtuous Bradley came 
from one of the machine Bosses, and that the 
whole business was devised to defeat Depew, 
and to stem the tide of change from Conkling 
to the Administration candidates,

the decadence of the Land League at least 
100 times within the last year, has come to 
the conclusion that the only means of secur- 
ing the overthrow of that organization is the 
adoption of vigorous measures toward those 
who refuse to be evicted from their holdings 
without resisting, and who show contempt 
for English law as administered in Ireland; 
the adoption, in short, of. a sort of Crom- 
Wwelhan policy of blood and ron, —and the 
more blood the better, It urges such a policy 
on the Government, and bids it not to fear 
the storm of execration from the triends of 
the Irish which will follow. The Thunderer 
has so frequently advised a Cromwellian 
policy, and its advice has been so frequently 
acted on, and yet the Irish continue to resist 
and treat with contempt the Government 
which has carried out its policy, that 
it is surprising it should stick so 
persistently to that old nostrum. The 
“stamping out” policy has nowhere 
been experimented on so frequently as in 
Ireland, and nowhere has its fallure been so 
conspicuous, The brutal advice of the 
Times to shoot down the poor peasants who 
resist expatriation, the confiseation of that 
which even the Government of the day has 
declared to be their property, who rather 
choose to die defending their homes than die 
in the workhouse or by the roadside, is not 
a whit less deserving the execration of in- 
telligent people than are the Nihilistic doc- 
trines of O' Dynamite Rossa and his demagog 
associates. 7 


SECRETARY WINDOM, who was tendered 
a reception by the Union League Club last 
night, is looked upon in Washington as one 
of the most promising men in public life. 
There is no position that,he would not be 
equal to discharging with honor to himself 
and to the satisfaction of the people. In the 
Senate he was always a recognized force. 
Calm, judicial, and self-possessed in his 
manners, he still was capable of exhibiting 
much earnestness in debate. His style of 
oratory is, however, logical rather than im- 
passioned, It had the merit of lucidity and 
compactness as was becoming ina body of 
the high character of the Senate, which pre- 
sumably could not be influenced by the ordi- 
nary arts of the orator. When Senator 
Windom became Secretary of the Treasury 
there were many who prophesied that he 
would not add to his reputation in thatoftice, 
but he has already shown that their fears 
were groundiess. The refunding of the 
debt carried on under his direction is a finan- 
cial achievement which throws even those 
of the previous Secretary into the shade. 
In St. Paul there has been much talk 
of late of Secretary Windom as a 
possible candidate for the Presidency. 
Stranger things have happered than that 
these predictions should at some time take 
a more definit form. When he was nomi- 
nated at Chicago, he had no votes outside 
the Minnesota delegation. But he was little 
known at that time, and had none of the 
prominence which he will have after he has 
directed the affairs of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for eight years under President Gar- 
fieid. If the anti-monopoly agitation should 
develop a demand for a candidate, none could 
be found with a clearer record on this sub- 
ject than Secretary Windom. His report on 
“ Transportation Routes to the Seaboard ” 
first gave form and color to the movement, 
and he is now, in many respects, the best-in- 
formed man in the country in relation to all 
the abuses complained of and the efficacy of 
the various proposed remedies. 


ERGARTEN AND MANUAL TRAIN- 
ING sCHOOLS. 

Said President Garfield in his brief address 
to the naval cadets on Friday: “In peace or 
war the trained man makes his life tell. 
Without training you are left on the sea of 
luck, in which thousands go down where one 
meets with success. Training, with brain- 
work, is what will bring success.” We 
have had occasion repeatedly to refer to 
the appeal of Charles Francis Adams, Jr., 
for a radical reform in educational meth- 
ods, In the April number of Scribner, 
Mr. Edward Atkinson makes a power- 
ful plea for elementary instruction in the 
mechanic arts in the common schools. 
During the past week Miss Susan E. Blow, 
of St. Louis, the chief. apostie of Frébel in 
this country, with her able assistant, Mrs. 
Clara Beesen Hubbard, were employed in 
this city in giving advanced instruction to the 
teachers of private kindergarten schools. 
Miss Blow gave lectures on the theory of 
Fröbel, and Mrs. Hubbard made a practical 
application of the theory through an exposition 
of the songs and gestures which constitute an 
important feature of the kindergarten sys- 
tem. These meetings were largely attended, 
and a deep interest in their purpose was 
manifested, We present elsewhere an in- 
teresting communication from Prof. C. M. 
Woodward, Director of the Manual Training 
School of the Washington University, St. 
Louis, on the subject of education in the 
mechanic arts. 

We group these facts for the purpose of 
showing (1) that there is a decided demand 
for reform in edueational methods, and (2) 
that this demand is in the direction of 
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one of the inevitable effects of routine to 
produce inertia. Positive evils have to be 
bomoarded and battered down: negative 
evila have to be pulled up by the roots and 
cast aside. To the teacher in the common 
school, the proposition to instruct babies— 
ehilaren from 4 to 7 years oli—ap 
pears trivial; and to the college Professor 
the proposal to erect a machine shop under 
the windows of the Greek class-roonf is a 
monstroys ingovation.. But Mr. Atkinson 
weil asks: “What child of rich or poor 
parentage is the worse for the possession of 
some degree of manual dexterity? Who can 
tell when the child is 10 years old what his 
position will be at 2%? Mie’ adds: 
“Elementary instruction in the intelligent 
use of the hand itself must preeede ali at- 
temps to apply the hand to specific trades.” 
And he thus supports Prof. Woodward’s 
theory that the true system is instruction in 
the arts for the purpose of construction, and 
not construction for the purpose of instruc- 
tion.“ In this connection it is well to note 
the clalin of the kindergartners, that their sys- 
tem of instruction, through the gifts, songs, 
and gestures, educates the hands and the 
eyes at an age when the child is most quick 
of perception, and that hence the kinder- 
garten is the first step in the manual! training 
system. The kindergartners claim much 
more than this for their system. Fröbel's 
theory is profoundly philosophical, but this 
ig not the place to consider its higher phases. 

Prof. Woodward’s communication, to 
which we beg leave to direct special atten- 
tion, is replete with evidence of the urgent 
necessity which exists for combining manual 
with intellectual training in our system of 
education. He alludes to the notorious fact 
that “our best men are not city born,” and 
declares that the fact is not to be accounted 
for on the ground that it is a question of 
‘pure air, or wholesome food, or good 
teachers, or evil communications so much 
as itis of the proper balance of intellect and 
physical training.” And then he shows, 
which is undeniable, that the country boy’s 
time is about equally divided between school 
and intelligent manual labor, while the city 
boy’s time is divided into periods ot intelleet- 
ual training and periods of idleness. No more 
conclusive argument could be adduced in 
support of the wisdom of establishing 
manual training schools as a part of the city 
system of public education. 

Wendell Phillips says: The discrimina- 
tion against those whe prefer to work with 
their hands is very unjust. Our system of 
education helps the literary class to an un- 
fair extent when compared with what it 
affords to those who choose some mechanical 
pursuit.” And Prof. Woodward quotes a 
leading practical St. Louislan as saying: 
“The trades are running out. Through the 
influence of trades-unions the number of 
apprentices does not make good the annual 
losa, and skilled mechanics are becoming less 
and less in number. I see no way of foster- 
ing our manufactories and of giving our 
boys a chance to acquire mechanical 
skill except through manual training 
schools.” Mr. Atkinson says: „We are 
training no American craftsmen, and 
unless we devise better methods than the old 
and now obsolete apprentice system much 
of the perfection of our almost automatic 
mechanism will have been achieved at the 
cost not only of the manual, but also of the 
mental, devélopment of our men. Our al- 
most automatic mills and machine shops will 
become mental stupefactories.“ The system 
here described will inevitably lead to the 
creation of a class in the community described 
by Sir John Lubbock in “ Prehistoric Time”: 
In fact our criminal population are mere 
savages, and most of their crimes are but in- 
judicious and desperate attempts to live ag a 
savage in the midst and at the expense of a 
civilized community.” In these men- 
tal stupefactories we shall not have 
even artisans, whereas we should seek 
by a combination of manual with mental 
training to produce artists. As civilization 
advances there isa growth of esthetic taste, 
and as artisans are converted, by careful 
training, into artists, their works will find a 
market commensurate with their excellence. 

St. Louis has a manual training school, 
firmly established, according to Prof. Wood- 
ward, mainly by the munificence of three 
public-spirited citizens. She has had for 
five years a complete system of kindergarten 
schools in successful operation in connection 
with the city public-school system. This 
establishment owes its existence chiefly 
to the persistent efforts of one person,— 
Miss Susan E. Blow. It has grown 
until it numbers sixty schools and 7,000 
pupils. It is no longer an experiment: it is 
a success. Chicago has neither a manual 
training school nor a public kindergarten. 
A score of heroic women are struggling 
valiantly to develop the kindergarten here 
through the medium of private instruction, 
with a view ultimately to follow the example 
of St. Louis in attaching the system to the 
public schools. But the half-dozen men with 
the necessary public spirit and the requisit 
means to found a manual training school 
have not yet been found. Meantime St. 
Louis is progressing rapidly in education 
while Chicago is stagnating. 


ANOTHER TEST OF REPUBLICANISM. 

France is on the verge of another test of 
the earnestness and adhesiveness of the new 
republican spirit of that land. The disagree- 
ment of the Assembly and the Senate—of the 
Executive branch ot the Government and 
some of the popular leaders—would have 
been a sufficient provocative tor a resort to 
the guillotine under the First Republic in 
France. Now, fortunately, enough progress 
has been made in true republicanism to sub- 
mit the issue to the people, and it is to be 
hoped that popular sovereignty has gained 
so strong a hold that there will be ready sub- 
mission to the verdict. 

What is known as the scrutin de liste has 
brought on the present menace of a Govern- 
mental crisis. The influence of Gambetta 
was strong enough to carry this project 
through the Assembly, but the Senate, by 
the close vote of 148 to 144, has refused to give 
it the parliamentary consideration which is 
necessary under the Constitution to bring the 
measure to a final verdict. The present 
practice in Franee, asin this country, is to 
elect members of the popular branch of 
Parliament by districts, or arrondissements 
as they are called there. Gambetta originated, 
and after a desperate struggle carried 
through the Chamber of Deputies, the scheme 
for electing the Deputies by departments, 
which is called the acrutin de liste. The 
difference between the two methods of elec- 
tion may be fairly Illustrated by the Ameri- 
can system. The present method of election 
in France—the scrutin d’arrondissement— 
eorresponds to the prevailing method in the 
United States where the various districts 
elect Congressmen by separate votes, The 
method proposed by Gambetta—the scrutin 
de Uiste—is the same as if the nineteen Con- 
gressmen of IIlinois were to be elected on a 
general ticket by the majority vote of the 
State. In such case, instead of the Illinois 
delegation being divided between the parties 
according to the majority in the several dia 
tricts, they would all belong to the one party 
which should be able to control a majority 
of all the votes in the State. It can readily 
be understood that a proposition in this 
country to elect Congressmen by States, and 
not by districts, would create great 
commotio, It is true that the dis 
trict plan is not so firmly planted in 
Frages as in the United. States, but it bas 4 
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precedence contemporaneous with 
the present Republic, and commands 
and adherence in that proportion. The 
Chamber of Deputies assented to the pro- 
posed change; but, now the Senate has re- 
jected it, the scrutin de liste will be the 
issue in the approaching election, and Gam- 
betta’s opponents will have the advantage of 


dissements or districts, and not by depart- 
ments or States. 

The fairest estimate of Gambetta’s motives 
in urging the serwtin de liste is that which 
accredits to him the purpose of undermining 
the Clericals and the Bonapartists, who are 
anti-republican at heart. The French As- 
sembly is a very numerous body. There is 
one Representative to about 50,000 inhabit- 
ants. Each eonstituency, being of con- 
tracted numbers, is pecullarly subject to 
local influences, Wherever the Seeond Em- 
pire had made a firm lodgment among the 
people, or wherever the Church retains and 
exercises a powerful influence, there is pretty 
sure to be returned a Deputy who has no active 
or earnest sympathy with the Republic. It 
is equally true for the same reason that the 
individual leaders of one faction or the other 
exercise greater control over the voters by 
reason of personal wealth or prestige than 
is always well fora Republic. In other words, 
meh have more influence than principles. 
The result is, that what is known as the 
“ Right” in the French Parliament made up 
of Royalists, Bonapartists, Churehmen, and 
the other factions which would willingly 
abandon the Republic—is more numerous 
and powerful than it would be if the local 
suffragists were emancipated from their 
present subjection to local dignitaries. At 
the same time the Republican party of 
France has been divided upon Gambetta’s 
project. It is easy to understand Why. Some 
of the Revublicans oppose the scheme on the 
ground that it is a hazardous innovation, 
Others believe that its success may lead toa 
dangerous increase of Gambetta’s powers as 
a leader, Still others may be governed by 
selfish motives, because they are abie to con- 
trol their own districts for themselves and 
fear they might be dropped out of a general 
ticket for the department in which their 
district is located. There are numerous 
Democratic members of Congress in this 
country who are convinced that there is no 
hope for their party to obtain control of the 
National Government, but they nevertheless 
oppose dissolution or reorganization, because 
they are reasonably sure of carrying their 
own districts. Some of the Republicans in 
France may oppose Gambetta’s scheme for a 
similar reason, 

The struggle over this issue before the peo- 
ple will be hotly contested. Gambetta has 
great power, but he will be opposed by a 
combination of other Republican leaders, 
such as Grévy, Waddington, ahd Jules 
Simon, as well as the Conservatives or anti- 
Republicans, and it is doubtful whether he 
can carry his point. But, whatever the re- 
sult of the contest may be, it will subject re- 
publicanism in France to a new ordeal; and 
if the young Republic shail come out of it 
without confusion or impairment of its es- 
sential institutions it will be strenghthened 
in its hold upon the people and in the esti- 
mation of other European Governments. 


CRUELTIES TO DUMB BEASTS. 

Mr. Edwin Lee Brown, the President of 
the American Humane Society, delivered a 
lecture in this city Wednesday last which 
oughtto open the eyes of the people to the 
scandalous abuses which are practiced in the 
transportation of live-stock. Mr. Brown has 
studied the subject for many years. Heis 
an expert in all that relates to the suffering 
of the beast- creation, and the means of pre- 
venting or ameliorating it. He is, moreover, 
an entirely credible witness, not given to ex- 
aggeration or overstatement; and what he 
says may be taken asa literal statement of 
the facts—no more and no less. It is fortu- 
nate that the charges are preferred by a per- 
son of his character, for if they depended on 
the testimony of an unknown witness the 
community might be disposed to give them 
little or no credence, and to put them down 
as the wild and exaggerated statements of 
an enthusiast, or a tanatic, ora man with a 
hobby. It will be impossible, however, to 
dispose in this easy manner of the calm and 
judicious presentation of the facts which Mr. 
Brown has made. 

It has long been notorious that the cars in 
which live-stock is sent to market are shame- 
fully overcrowded ; that facilities for feeding 
and watering stock, if they exist at all, are 
ridiculously me and inadequate; and 
that every variety of cruelty is practiced in 
the stock-yards. Mr. Brown adduces specifi- 
cations which make each of these abuses ap- 
pear more real and greater in extent than 
they did before; he also cites facts within his 
own knowledge that prove the existence of 
other and greater wrongs of which the com- 
munity was ignorant. One of the agents 
of the Society has traveled over all the 
routes by which cattle are shipped, and here 
are some of the scandalous cruelties inflicted 
upon the defenseless animals which came 
under his observation: 


It is no uncommon thing to see from eighteen 
to twenty head of large, fat cattle in a car of 
twenty-eight feet long and eight feet wide; 
and thirty-six to forty-eight cattie, 1 and 2 years 
Old, in u car. Also 120 stock hogs in each deck 
of a double-decked car, and from eighty to 
ninety large, fat hogs in single-deck cars, where 
there did pot seem to be standing-room for 
them. I have seen 100 large, fat sheep forced 
into each deck of a double-decked car in ex- 
tremely hot weather. Ihave seen large, fat 
cattle, young calves, and hogs overcrowded in 
the same car, some of the calves lying down, and 
hogs eating them while yet alive! Ihave seen 
hundreds of cars with cattle so overloaded that 
there was bardly standing- room. I have seen 
ten or twelve trucks and drays from early 
— until noon hau away the dead and 
trippled animals at one stock-yard [the Union 
Stock-Yards at Chicago] in 1879, and most of 
them were eaten by the pepple here. I have 
seen more than 1,000 dead hogs taken froma 
single train; dead because of overloading and 
conſmement day after day in the cars in the hot 
weather, and hundreds more nearly lifeless 
when unloaded! The treatment of cattle in 
cars is more easily seen than that of hogs: this 
causes more vomiment by observers; but i be- 
lieve that the cruelty to hogs generally exceeds 
that of cattle. 

This cruelty was attributed by Mr. Brown 
to greed or the loss of gain on the part, first, 
of the drover or shipper of the cattle. Rall 
roads charge by the car-load and not by the 
pound, and hence the idea that the greater 
number of animals crowded intoacar the 
greater will be the profit of the shipper. The 
next agents in this work of cruelty are the 
owners of the feed-yards,“ or what are 
known as stock-yards, Owners of livestock 
arecompelled to pay excessive prices for feed, 
and large prices for the use of the yard; hence, 
it becomes the interest of the owner of the 
stock to purchase ag little feed as possible; 
and they often do not unload the cars, or give 
the animals the needed rest. Another form 
of .cruelty is the depriving cattle of 
water for some time before reaching 
the market, and then, just before sell- 
ing them, allowing them to drink all 
they will, for the purpose of increasing their 
weight. Theinstruments used as goads are 
described as infamous in their character and 
effect. Mr. Brown thus particularized some 
of these devilish practices. He said: 

But cruel, inbumah, and uncbristi 
many of the practices very 82 
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Among the remedies suggested to prevent 
these cruelties, Mr. Brown insisted that the 
railroads should take an active part in the 
suppression of these practices. The com- 
mon excuse given by the roads is thatif a 
road tries to stop the cruelty, and its agents 
see that the animals have proper rest, food, 
and water, shippers will abandon that road 
and ship by some other. The power and in- 
fluence of the railroads, however, are such 
that they can unitedly obtain all the legisla- 
tion needed to enable them to compel the 
traffic in eattle to be conducted free of this 
cruelty. He advocated, also, a National law 
on the subject. The cattle traffic is National 
in its character, and a proper subject for the 
interposition of the Government to protect 
the dumb animals from the brutality of their 
human owners. 

There is now no reason why the railroads 
and shippers should not unite to relieve the 
country of the disgrace and the shippers of 
their losses. It is estimated that the value of 
the cattle lost by the practices of overload- 
ing the cars, and by denying the animals 
proper rest and food, counts up largely 
among the millions. In fact, the shippers lose 
heavily by their avarice in the destruction of 
the cattle and in the depreciation of the value 
of those not killed. ‘There have been cars 
patented and now in use which will admit 
the transportation of animals without involv- 
ing the loss of either rest, food, or water, and 
that, too, without seriously reducing the 
number of cattle transported in each car. 
The loss by the mortality which now attends 
the transportation of live stock would ina 
very brief time amount to the cost of supply- 
ing all the railways with Clark’s patent cars, 
or the cars of any of the various other pat- 
ents. By the use of these ears the quality of 
the livestock would not be Jessened or depre- 
ciated by the travel, no matter what the dis- 
tance; better prices would be obtained by 
the shippers, and the American people gen- 
erally would have meat of a quality greatly 
superior to that with which they are now 
supplied. 


THE MEMORY OF A GREAT MAN. 

In the long list of centennial anniversaries 
of the events which have taken place during 
the great century which was inaugurated by 
the American Revolution, time has brought 
the one hundredth recurrence of the 9th day 
of June, on which day in 1781 was born George 
Stephenson, the father of steam railway 
transportation. It is a eredit to the civiliza- 
tion of the age that the busy world has found 
time amid the celebration of historical battles 
by sea and by land, and the commemoration 
of heroes and warriors, and explorers and 
scientists, to recall the memory of one of the 
great men of the century, great because of 
the services he rendered in the cause of 
peaceful labor, production, and commerce, 
The life of Stephenson is a history of the 
triumph of mind,—of a struggle between the 
intellect and the pride of ighorance and 
prejudice. This man, whose discoveries and 
inventions have revolutionized the civiliza- 
tion of the world, was the son of very poor 
and humble parents, living in the town 
of Wylam, near. Newcastle, England, in 
the great colliery district. His father was 
the foreman of a pumping-engine at the 
colliery, There were six children, and the 
weekly income of the family was so small 
that it was literallya struggle to find the 
means to support the family. When old 
enough he was employed in taking his 
father’s dinner tothe pump. His next occu- 
pation was herding cattle, and it was part of 
his work to close the gates of the tramway 
over which the coal-wagons were hauled and 
keep the cattle from the track. At 14 he was 
made assistant to his father, receiving one 
shilling a day. Ile made a miniature copy 
ot the engine at which he worked, and while 
so engaged discovered the great want to him 
of even the knowledge how to read or write. 
At this time he received some instruction at 
night, and progressed sufficiently to read and 
master simple arithmetic. He worked at 
various collieries as fireman, and in 1790 had 
the advantage of better instruction, especially 
in arithmetic. In order to increase his earn- 
ings, he learned to make and mend shoes 
and to mend clocks, At2l years of age he 
was made brakeman of a colliery engine. In 
1804 he had charge of an engine in a spiu- 
ning establishment, and spent several years 
employed at various places as fireman or en- 
gineer, and so unpromising were his pros- 
pects that his wish to emigrate to America 
was only defeated by his want of means to 
do so. <A writer thus states his first marked 


success: 

Long before Stephenson gave anything like 
evidence of future greatness be scored man 
local triumphs in the way of mechanical skill 
and invention, notably in cur an atmos- 
pheric, or Newcomen, engine at Killingworth 
Colliery, which had been unable to keep 
water in the pit down, working day and nighi, 
for twelve months. When every other engineer 
in the North of England had failed at the work, 
George, as a mere matter of curiosity, examined 
the engine, and, when asked his opinion, said if 
he had his own way be would pump the pit dry 
in a week and guarantee that the meu should be 
at work in time. Notwithstanding some 
opposition sneers, the proprietors intrusted him 
with the job, and he accomplished it exactly as 
he said he would. 

For many years the theory of a locomotive 
had been discussed, and seyeral machines 
were constructed and tried, but these inven- 
tions were all designed to run on common 
roads, and not upon tracks, In this Stephen- 
son always differed from the others, he hold- 
ing that the locomotive and the railway were 
inseparable. As early as 1815 he had in- 
vented his first railway machine, and his first 
works are thus mentioned: 

It was on Nov, 18, 1822, that George Stephen- 
son first reaily demonstra the feasibility of 
railways. He constructed with the authority 
of the proprietors of the Hetton Colliery Com- 
pany, a short railway, upon which his first loco- 
motive made a s of four miles au hour, 
drawing behind it a weight of sixty-four tons. 
Many spectators assembled to witness the won- 
derful sight, and Mr. Edward Pease, a famous 
Quaker, was so satietied with the result that he 
projected a new life a few miles above Darling- 
ton to Stockton-on-Tees, and set about getting 
the authority of an act ot Parliament to work 
it, The story of the Stockton & Darlington 
Raliway bill is nota Greater satire upon the in- 
telligence of the British Parliament than are the 
later historical accounts of the railway bills in 
the House of Commons. Lords and 
Commoners opposed the idea of railways with 
mightand main. The engineers and survey- 
ore, as they went about their work, were 
m < move. George Stepbenson was ridi- 
culed and denounced as a maniac, and all those 
who supported bim as lunatica and fools. The 
Stockton & Darlington Railway, however, con- 
structed only for the purpose of bauli 
got through after some years with less trouble 
and expense than the lines which followed. The 
railway was opened traffic on the 27th of 
September, 1825, and George Stephenson had in- 
duced the owners to jet him open it with the 
locomotive. He drove the engine himself and 
carried ninety tons of merchandise and 450 pas- 
sengers, who intrusted their lives behind bis 
iron horse. It was

Thus was established, after many years of 
perseveranea, backed by inteFigence and 
labored study, the great invention which has 
revolutionized the commerce, if not the social 
and political history, of the world. The 
progress of that invention in all parts of the 
earth has been astounding. It has been ex- 
tended to all parts of the globe, including 
lands not known at the time when Stephen- 
son accomplished his great victory, and yet 
there are millions of men now living who 
were born before that victory took piace. The 
extent to which the world has profited by 
this invention of George Stephenson may be 
seen by the following statement of the rail- 
roads in operation throughout the world on 
the ist of January, 1880: 

North America, including 86,497 miles in the 
United States. 6,484 in Canada. and 678 in Mexi- 
co, total miles, 04,658; Central America, 248 
ing Honduras, Costa Rica, Cuba, Jamuſeu. and Pa- 
nama, 1,060 niles; South America, 6,488 miles; Eu- 
rope, 100,020 miles; Asia, including Turkey, British 
Indie, Ceylon, Java, — — and Japan. 9,818 
miles; Africa, including Egypt, Tunis, Algeria, 


Cape Colony, Natal, Mauritius, 2,475 miles; Aus- 
tralia, —4— ‘Victoria, Tasmania, and New 


Zeal 4,338 miles. 

The whole making a grand total of 215,861 
miles, Next to the United States, the great- 
est number of miles of railway is in Germa- 
ny, 21,087 miles; Great Britain and Ireland, 
17,696 miles; France, 15,287 miles; Russia, 
13,571 miles; and Austria-Hungary, 11,471 
miles. These are the only countries haying 
as many as 10,000 miles of railway. 

The centennial anniversary of Stephen- 
son’s birthday was duly celebrated in En- 
gland, especially in the towns and districts 
where he lived, and which were the scenes 
of his trials and of his great trinmphs. He 
lived to see his discovery and inventions ree- 
ognized and accepted by all nations and coun- 
triesy and his name recorded among those of 
the great benefactors of the human family.

CHOOSING A CAREER.

Instead of entering one of the pro- 
fessions he went into a manufacturing busi- 
ness soon after leaving college, ultimately 
became proprietor of extensive woolen-mills 
in New Hampshire, then branched out into 
various enterprises, and died possessed of 


and fewer of them into the law, medicine, 
church, and journalism. The writer pursues 
his homily in the following strain: 


No sensibie man, no matter what has been the 
nature of his training, looks upon a business 
career as beneath him. It wil not do for any 
young nan who must make his own way in life 
to tlatter himseif that it is nobler to earn $2,000 


times as much in trade. 
could get rid of such foolish notions, and were 
able to take a juster view of the relative proba- 
bilities of substantial success in the various oc- 
cupations that are open to them, we should hear 
less about the overcrowding of the professions. 
The lack of capital ought not to deter the ambi- 
tious young, achelor of Arts from entering 
business, ost of the world’s rich men have 
started in life with no other capital than tboir 
bral The main thing is to get to work at 
something, ana to grow. A college education 
ought to be quite as serviceable an equipment 
for a business career as fur the practice of a 
profession, and its possessor should be just as 
confident of rising in one asin the other. If 
there were more college men like Mr. Hale the 
endowments and benefactions upon which our 
volleges subsist might be more generally than 
now the gift of their graduates, 


This view of the relative merits of business 
and a profession as an attractive career for a 
college graduate is only partly correct. So 
far as it was intended to impress upon young 
men just entering upon practical life that 
there is nothing in business pursuits unwor- 
thy of the best educated, the purpose was a 
good one. But the same lesson might be 
more fairly illustrated by the life of any hon- 
orable, cultivated, and well-poised business- 
man who had not accumulated miliions, but 
had enjoyed a happy and useful life. To 
hold out the example of a man dying worth 
several millions of dollars and connecting 
therewith the mere accident of a college edu- 
cation, is calculated to mislead. Great 
wealth is exceptional in every business ca- 
reer, and perhaps more exceptional in the 
case of college graduates who go into busi- 
ness than in the case of young men who are 
reared in trade after receiving a common- 
school education, It is a palpable mistake 
to maintain that “a college education 
ought to be quite as serviceable an 
equipment for a business career as 
for the practice of a profession.“ This 
has not been the usual experience of men. 
The devotion of several years to the study of 
the dead languages and higher mathematics 
is not so good a preparation for success in 
manufacturing or merchandising as actual 
contact with business methods. The story 
of the late Mr. IIale's life is not told with 
sufficient circumstantiality to serve the 
average college graduate as a guide. To 
make his success a safe example for others, 
it should be known what his own tastes and 
inclinations were; under what circumstances 
he went into business; whether inherited 
capital or special opportunity did not con- 
tribute to his rapid advancement to great 
wealth; and, equally, whether his own life 
was a happy one, and whether he employed 
his large fortune to make others happy. The 
record of great wealth alone is not sufficient 
basis for indicating a certain direction as the 
proper course for the average college gradu- 
ate to pursue, 

The intelligent choosing of a career ts 
necessarily governed by individual circum- 
stances, It is well enough to say in a gen- 
eral way that the professions are over- 
crowded, and it is undoubtedly true that the 
college curriculum prepares many persons 
for law, literature, the church, the news- 
paper office, and the practice of medicine 
who would much better go into business. 
But if it is a mistake (which many young 
men are apt to make) to imagine that trade 
is beneath their attainments and aspirations, 
it is equally true that many other young men

THE LYDIAN GALLERY. 
Ihe establishment in Chicago of a perma- 
nent institution for the exhibition and sale of 
the works of artists of undoubted merit and 
recognized standing is an event of more than 
ordinary interest in art circles, since it 
affords to the publie the opportunity te see 
good pictures and buy them if they feel so 
disposed, and in this way enlarge the gen- 
eral knowledge and perchance the patronage 
of art in Chicago; while to the artist is 
offered the privilege of an advantageous dis- 
play of his work and of being brought in 
contact with people who have the inclination 
and.the means to become possessed of good 
- pictures. Mention has already been made of 
the opening of this permanent institution, 
the Lydian Art Gallery, which occurred last 
Thursday evening, when there were present 
at the private view a large gathering of ladies 
and gentlemen interested-in art, including 
many of the artists of Chicago, It is under- 
stood to be the policy of the manage- 
ment to keep continually on exhibition 
a collection of fine paintings, exacting a 
small admission fee to meet incidental ex- 
penses, and introducing new and attractive 
victures from time to time as those previ- 
ously on view shall have been sold or with- 
irawn, An excellent beginning has been 
mede as regards the character of the works 
displayed, among them being several of ex- 
ceptional merit and interest, while the col- 
lection as a whole, consisting as it does en- 
tirely of canvases never before shown in 
Chicago, is worthy of public attention, 

The first picture which arrests the atten- 
tion as one enters the rear gallery, in which 
the choicest paintings are hung, is William 
Hart's Last Gleam.” It has the place of 
honor at the end of the room, and well does 
it deserve that distinction, for not often do 
one's eyes gaze upon a more quiet, restful, 
and satisfactory view than this. In the fore- 
ground, which is denselyshaded at the right, 
the shadows of evening are beginning to 
fall. Some cattle, perfectly. painted, as 
Hart’s always are, are wending their 
way up the dusty road. In the middle dis- 
tance are the hills across which the last 
golden gleam of sunlight strikes, giving the 
painting its name and chiefest charm.

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THE PROPOSED SKETCHING TOUR. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

NATURAL Baripos, Va., June 7.—Mention 
has a deen made in Tun Triscyr of a 
broposed sketching-tour of teachers and stn- 
dents of the Chicago Academy of Fine Arts 
to the Virginia Mountains. 1 should like, 
through your columns, to ecommunieate 
some information acquired during my pres- 
ent visit to the many persons interested. The 
Natural Bridge has heretofore been more 
than thirty miles by mountain roads and 
passes from the railroad, the nearest point 
being Goshen, on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Road. The new Richmond & Allegheny 
Rallroad, from whose enlightened manage- 
ment the invitation to the art school pro- 
ceeds, passes within three miles of the 
bridge, and is already running trains. 
This. vigorous Company, of which C. 
H. McCormick, of Chicago, a na- 
tive of this, Rrockbridge County, is 
one of the Directors, expects to open the 
whole of its present line from Richmond to 
Williamson’s within sixty days, and has 
effected a consolidation with the Ohio Cen- 
tral with the it tention of breaking through 
the mountains of West Virginia and reach- 
ing Chicago by way of Columbus. 

The Natural Bridge and the country about 
it, 800 or 1,000 acres, has come into the hands 
of acompany which designs preserving it as 
a park or place of summer resort, and my 
present visit, in company with IH. W. 8. 
Cleveland, of Chicago, is for the purpose of 
directing the improvements connected with 
this object. It need not be said that the Im- 
provements” in the neighborhood of the 
bridge will consist chiefly in preserving it 
from injurious changes while it is made 
accessible to many people. 

I had had the impression, as I presume is 
the case with many other people, that 


the Natural Bridge, which used to 
figure so largely in geogra- 
phies and reading books, was one 


of the explored wonders of childhood. I was 
accordingly astonished, not to say awe- 
stricken, when on à moonlight night last No- 
vember 1 found myself for the first time un- 
der the shadow of this sublime work of 
Nature. A solid stone arch, fifty or sixty feet 
thick, at a hight just about equal to the to 
of the Water-Works tower in Chicago, is 
thrown across a rugged, vertical chasm 
—caiion it would be called in the far Weat— 
of blue and red rock. ‘There are large trees 
growing among the rocks under it, and a con- 
siderable stream finds its way beneath. The 
top is clothed with trees, and a road passes 
over itso that it is easy to cross without 
knowing it. Whether seen from above or be- 
low, it is wonderf nae impressive. 

But the bridge itself is far from being the 


— —— — — 


sole attraction of the neighborhood. 
Around it lies the most beautiful and noble 
mountain region, the main chain of 
Blue Ridge passing four or five miles away, 
just beyond the James River. Of course the 
forest in this latitude is of the finest growth, 
of great size and varied species, including 
the universal oak, hemlock, beech, pine, 
chestnut, cedar, arbor vite, hickory, etc., 
and the more distinctively southern tulip, 
pawpaw, and magnolia. have never 
fore seen the box elder and sassafras growing 
into large trees three or four teet in diam- 
eter. The most copious springs and rapid 
brooks abound with their attendant pictur- 
esqte features, and the limestone formation 
is full of caves. As I write a party is start- 
ing with lanterns to explore one of these, a 
half a mile away. 

Regarded from an art student’s or sketch- 
er's standpoint, it would be hard to find a 
better piace. The close proximity of broad 
mountain scenery: and rocky chasms like 
that at the bridge, the fine foliage, 
rocks, moss, and streams, are as 


rare as they are favorable to study.

It is this ſiquidity that renders 
possibie the 3 of the sand, and wheu it 
drains it is left as clear and as gritty as granu- 
lated sugar. The capacity of the pump will be 
450 cubic yards per day, a quantity equal to 300 
ordinary wagon-loads. The sand-works are the 
property of Pullman. Anderson & Co., who are 
about to use a rtion of the sand to extend 
their real estate into the lake some 350 feet.

WHY DEAD ANIMALS ARE LEFT TO ROT IN THE 
STREETS. 

The complaints about the delay in removing 
dead animals continue to come in, and Dr. De 
Woif was again spoken to on the subject yes- 
terday by a TRIBUNE reporter. The Doctor in- 
siets that the contractur answers all calis 
promptly, and the trouble, as he explained it, 
was simply this: A dead horse might

He Speeds a Span of Horses Mrs. 
Grant’s Health.

Sr. Lovis, June 11.—Gen. Grant came near 
getting himself into the hands of the Mu- 
mane Society to-day. This morning he and 
Gen. Cavendar gut a team at Arnot’s livery- 
stable and started for Grant's farm, on the 
Gravois Road.

dance-room fight or barroom mélée to give 
vent to their murderous passions. But true 
to the adage that there are black sheep in 
every flock, there were yet in Boyd a few 
men whose souls were tainted with the 
bloody excitement of former days. Of this 
class the four men who to-day were in- 
carcerated in the Penitentiary were the ring- 
leaders. On the 12th of last March Boyd, 
Marshall, and Goodman conceived an idea 
that Wiliam Deal, who ran a grocery and 
general country store at Prince’s Furnace 
was altogether too oppressive in his prices 
for the necessaries and luxuries of life. His 
figures on flour, sugar, bacon, and calico 
were placed at such a hight that left the 
mountaineer but a small margin with which 
to purchase that other ingredient of happiness 
—moonshine whisky. Deal pleaded that he 
was making only a living profit on his goods, 
and suggested that his customers cartail 
their whisky accounts; but such an insinua- 
tion was considered treasonable, and the 
gang forthwith took Deal to the woods and 
dealt him a sound thrashing with a raw- 
hide, after warning him to leave the country 
and prevent a repetition of the dose. James 
Jones, the man sentenced for six months 
oined in a raid upon the house of Fred 
Diedrich, in search of a schoolmaster named 
Hale. A report had gained credence that 
Hale had been intimate with some of his fe- 
male pupils, but it was proven untrue, the 
Court exercising some clemency in Jones’ 
case for the reason that he was misled by a 
companion who vouched for the truth of the 


report. 

The officials of Boyd County, led by Judge 
Brown, a gentleman of great force of char- 
acter, determined that their county should 
be saved from the reputation of those sur- 
rounding it, and immediately secured the 
arrest of the supposed guilty parties. Sheriff 
Coontz, with a reasonable number of guards, 
undertook the arrest of the cang. The route 
over the mountains and valleys was a long 
and dangerous one but the official was de- 
termined, and suceeeded in arresting nine 
men. Five of them were acquitted, the other 
four being sent to the Penitentiary as pre- 
viously: stated. Both Judge Brown and 
Sheriff Coontz have displayed courage and 
energy in the manner of arrest and prompt 
conviction of these regulators, and they de- 
serve to be appreciated by every one who 
feels an interest in the good name of the old 
Commonwealth. 


AN EDITOR ASSAULTED.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
MORE OUTRAGES ON SAILORS. 

While lying in the Central Slip Friday night, 
the Canadiun schooner H. Dudley, Capt. Joseph 
Parsons, was boarded by a gang of fifteen or 
twenty men, who informed the sailors aboard 
that if they would goashore peaccably no vio- 
lence would be offered them, but if they, wouid 
not leave the vessel they would be tbrown into 
the river. The sailors, deeming discretion the 
better part of valor, picked up their traps and 
left the vessel. The tulidozers then started on 
a hunt for the Captain, declaring it their pur 
pose to “go” tor him for shipping “scabs.” 
Fortunately the Captain was ushore, and thus 
escaped a violent personal attack. Capt. Par- 
sons yesterday laid the above facts before the 
British Consul here, who has taken steps to se- 
cure the arrest and punishment of the mis- 
creants. 

Friday night the schooner Typo, lying at the 
Union Rollmg- Mills, shipped a crew and had 
them brought on board, where the sailors were 
each provided witha revolver and directed to 
Shoot any one attempting to interfere with 
them. Euriy yesterday morning a gang of al- 
leged Union sailors boarded the vessel and made 
un attack on the men employed on ber. A lively 
battiec ensued,in which one oi the rioters was 
snot in the shoulder by one of the crew, who 
used their revolvers freely. The rioters fuding 
the resistance so determined, retreated from the 
vessel, and, on the approach of the police, fled, 
tuking their wounded comrade with them. 

It was reported yesterday that one of tke 
sailors so cruelly beaten Wednesday night on 
board of the schooner Halsted, and who was 
taken to the Marine Hospital, was so badly in- 
jured that there were no hopes of his recovery. 

Whether rightfully or not, the Sailors’ Union 
is accused of being the iastigator of all these 
outrages, and it behooves the officers of the 
Union to lend all the aid in their power to the 


discovery and arrest of the perpetrators of these 


outrages. By so doing, the Union will prove its 
assertion that it bas no desire to interfere with 
the legitimate business of the Vessel-Uwners’ 
Association, and will also retain the contidence 
and respect of the public, which it is fast losing 
by reuson of these unlawful and criminai acts 
on the partof alleged Union sailors, for which 
it is held responsible.

NEW LIFS-BOAT. 

Buffalo Courier June 10: “Capt. Jerome G. 
Kiah, Superintendent of the Tenth Life-Saving 
District, arrived here yesterday morning from 
Detroit, his headquarters, and went back last 
night. He witnessed the trial of a new surf- 
boat intended for the station at Point au 
Barques, where he bimself acquirea considera- 
ble fame and a gold medal for saving a wrecked 
crew in the spring of last year. The boat was 
built after tne approved plans of Capt. Dobbins 
by W. W. Loomis at Erie. She is twenty-six 
feet long, five feet nine inches wide, and two 
feet four inches deep, and, of course, is self- 
righting and self-bailing. She has six water- 
ballast compartments, each of which baer a sepa- 
rate feeder and exhaust. She is arranged to 
carry a foresail and mainsail. The trial was 
made by the local crew under Capt. Dobbins’ di- 
rection, and the boat was rolled over in the 
water four times, each time righting and bailing 
herself with ease and dispatch. Capt. Kiah was 
well satisfied with the prompt and certain action 
of the boat. She will be shipped to ber destina- 
tion in a day or two.” 

STILL ANOTHER BIG PROPELLER. 

At Detroit the Dry-Dock Oompany are build- 
ing a wooden screw steamer for the Detroit 
Transportation Company 225 feet long, with 3% 
feet beam, and 20 feet depth of hold. The en- 
gine and boiler willbeof the same dimensions 
as those described in Mr. Bewick’s iron pro- 
peller. She will also carry four masté provided 
with fore-and-aft canvas. Cost about $92,000. 
There are being built for the same Company 
two four-masted schooner-rigged consorts of 
the same dimensions as the steamer. The steam- 
ship and her consorts§ will be employed in the 
Lake Superior iron-ore trade.

Ne Lard from Dead Hogs, and Triching 
Almost a Nonentity. 


Our Washington specials printed in THE 
Tripune of Friday morning contained a 
very full synopsis of the report made under 
the auspices of the State Department on the 
American hog, the manner in which the ani- 
mal is raised and prepared for human food. 
The investigation grew out of the fact that 
the French and Belgian Governments had 
raided the good name which American pork 
products had maintained throughout the 
world for a quarter of a century. 
The foreigners found that American 
bacon and hams were rapidly 
underselling the native product. The home 
raisers of hogs and packers of meat com- 
plained bitterly of American competition, 
and the only possible way to stop it was to 
get up a scare and a panic on American 
meats. This was done, occasioning losses of 
thousands of dollars on our packers and 
their friends in the principal seaports of 
France and Belgium; and also inflicting 
upon the best pork productin the world a 
suspicion under which it must labor for 
several years to come. 

The investigation was made by Mr. Michael 
Scanian, of the Statistical Bureau of the 
State Department. Those directly and indi- 
rectly connected with the trade afforded to 

nian all the information at their com- 
mand, and the whole question, beginn 
with the birth of the pig. and ending with 
boxed and on the train for the seaboard, was 
exhaustively considered. The process of 
selecting hogs, and the manner of kill- 
ing, cutting, and cu „ were described with 
great accuracy. In refutation of the reports 
industriously spread abroad that American 
lard was made of dead hogs, and the bacon 
and hams were more or less affected with 
triching, statements of hog-raisers, buyers, 
skers, the Health Commissioners of 
Chicago and Cincinnati are appended to Mr.

is not critically inspected by our Meat Inspect- 
ors (for reasons above stated) outside our lines, 
and I am only interested in protecting the citi- 
zens of Chicago. I have, however, for scientific 
purposes and other reasons, kept a very sharp 
eye upon the condition of the hogs received at 
the Stock-Yards since February, 1877. I be- 
lieve, and indeed I positively know, that the 
stories and reports current near Chicago, and 
far from us, touching the disposition of packers 
to slaughter diseased or emaciated b for 
pasting purposes, are maliciousiy and wickedly 


The larger packing-houses employ buyers for 
their pens of great experience, and to whom 
— pay large sums. r. Armour, for example, 
and the “ Angio-American Packing Company,’ 
I have understood, employ three men, to each 
of whom they pay $5,000 a year. The hogs are 
scrutinized with the greatest care, etc. How- 
ever that may be, a bog infected with triching 
cannot be detected by any generul appearance 
of the animal. 


I have seen hogs suffering from trichiniasis in 
the most perfect condition of physical health. 
The only possible means of detecting this con- 
dition is by the examination of the carcass with 
the microscope. 

I have been consulted by the packers several 
times touch the prupriety of organizing a 
corps of scientists for the purpose 

OF INSPECTING THE CARCASSES 
packed atthe yards. The impracticability of 
any such move will appear to any one who re- 
calls the fact that more than 5,000,000 of bogs per 
annum are slaughtered for packing here. A 
single individual, no matter how expert, could 
12 cover more than ten or twelve carcasses 
a day. 

In September, 1878, I requested two gentie- . 
men, recognized as authority in microscopical 
workin this city, to undertake an examination 
of the rk supply which the packers were 
using. e have n ited with a rk 
supply from 3 to s per cent of which is ared 
to nfected with trichine. It is true that some 
seasons this per cent of infection bas been dis- 
cover. d. and I am inclined to believe that a 
similar extent of disease would have been dis- 
covered in the domestic supply of France and 
Germany bad the same care u taken in in- 
vestiga ; for example, it was necessar 
some occasions to examine fifty specimens 
one hog before trichine were discovered. 

Do you not see how readily such carcasses 
might be regarded as sound and perfectly free 
from infection, if you made an examination 
simply from two or three specimens from 
carcass?

This fact | assert because I have kept for the 
past month an accomplished microscopist at 
work in the yards, and he has faiied to find a 
single case of triching. 

Another matter of interest in this connection, 
our mortality in this city for the last tour years 
ranges from 4.000 in 1877 to 10,000 in 1880. Only two 
cases of trichiniasis have been in the 
City of Chicago during that period. isis an im 
portant statement, in view of the fact our 
markets, without great watchfulness on the 
part of the Health Department, are supplied 
with meat rejected by the packers. 

The supply of meat, therefore, distributed to 
the city has a much greater probability of in- 
fection than that used by the packers. 


WHAT BECOMES OF DEAD HOGS. 


The foreman of the Union Rendering Com- 
pany’s establishment at Globe Station fur- 
nished the foliowing account of the disposi- 
tion of the dead hogs: 

We receive the animais from the city and 
Stock-Yards. We run them inside the buiiding 
under cover,and make connection with our 
steam hoisting apparatus.

THE CITY’S HEALTH. 


1 ‘The eee House Inspectors 
Discover Ail Manner of Filth 
and Rottenness. 


Abundant Reason for an Immediate 
and Thorongh Enforcement of the 
Tenement-House Act. 


Has Small- Pox Come to Stay i—Large 
Increase in Yesterday’s Death. 
| Rate. 


The Tenement-House Inspectors reported 
the following premises as in bad sanitary 
condition yesterday. Under the new law the 
Commissioner of Health can, and should 
immediately, enforce the making of repairs 
necessary fur the protection of the health of 
tenants, and jandiords and agents not com- 
plying witn the law are and should be made 
liable to very heavy fines and other penal- 
ties. Dr. De Wolf should begin now. The 
jefects reported are as follows: 

Nos. 366 to 376 Clark street, Isham & Pren- 
tice agents; two-story frame stores and 
dwellings, 120 by 50 feet. The plumbing 
work is bad, the drainage defective, and the 
sewer choked. The privies are overiiowing, 
and consequently very offensive. The 

premises are filthy, and garbage and 
— embellish the yards und cellars. 
There are three privy-vaults with four par- 
titions in each, all overflowing. The waste 
_ water runs into the cellar, where stagnant, 
stinking pools have formed.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 


The Present Condition of the Local 
Market—Prices and Probabilities. 
The most important arrival at the fruit 
market for the week was a green-coated 
gentlemen, beloved alike by the undertaker 
and the rising generation. His ravages are 
not less serious than those accomplished by 
the early cucumber, and when he is fairly in 
the market and salable at prices which place 
him comfortably within the reach ot the 
young. the mortuary statistician’s cholera 
column runs into treble figures and remains 
thus until the fruit blushes with wholesome 
ripeness in the later summer months and 
fall. This depopulator of the growing gen- 


eration is, of course, 
THE GREEN APPLE, 

a few of which arrived during the week from 
Tennessee,—hard, sour, pale-green spheres 
of indigestible and almost juiceless fibre, ex- 
cellent when cooked, but, when preverted 
from the pie or pudding, unpalatable and 
dan us in the extreme. The supply was 
small and the demand light, sales being made 
at from 50 to 75 cents r box pirat 2 
one-third of a bushel. The early apple wi 
net cut much figure in the market for a 
couple of weeks yet. 

The strawberry is coming from the same 
fruit centres as last week, but its Northern 
range has widened considerably, and the 
berry is ripening at points all around this 
city. Inthe West and Northwest, as far 
west as most distant lowa, and northwest as 
Minneapolis, Minn., the home supply is 
satisfying local demands, and the consequent 
closing up of a large purchasing area 
to the Chicago market would have 
the effect of lowering prices here if 
the prospect of a fuller crop from Michigan 
was more favorable. The prospect is, how- 
ever, that the supply from State will be 
smaller than usual, the dry weather having 
thinned the crop considerably. ‘The Muske- 

on crop, which always consists of very fine 

ruit, Will be along very soon. Prices dur- 
ing the week have run from $1.50 to $2 for 
the sixteen-quart crate. 

THE RED RASPBERRY 

is moving steadily uorthward, and supplies 
or good fruit are coming from Cobden, III., 
in twenty-four-pint crates, which sell at 
$2.50, and of fair fruit from Tennessee, which 
sell at $2.25. Very shortly this luscious berry 
will be a good deal cheaper; possibly by the 
end of this week the twenty-four-pint crates 
will be selling at $1. 

Cobden, III., has also sent along during the 
week an exceilent supply of black raspber- 
ries, which have sold at $4 for the twenty- 
‘four-quart crate,—a very reasonable price for 
the first fruit of the season. This favorit 
berry bas a wide range, the later berries 
coming from as far north as St. Joe, Mich., 
Milwaukee, and even more northerly points 
The great black-raspberr 
country is that surrounding Cincinnat 
which spot is the most extensive home- 
grown fruit district in the land. The Cin- 
cinnati black raspberries will begin to arrive 
very shurtly,—possibly by the middle of the 
week, when lower prices will be in vogue. 

Cherries are not as plentiful this year 
as usual. The home crop, which is a partial 
failure and will not amount to more than 
one-third of the supply, will not be ripe be- 
fore July 4, and even then prices, which now 
rule at $7 a stand of two bushels, will not be 
greatly lowered.

GUOSEBERRIES. 

Tnis is a fruit which the English are much 
attached to, and their sedulous cultivation 
of it through sueceeding generations has re- 
sulted in the production of several varieties 
of it whose berries are as large as the big 
Ohio hickory-nuts. Some years ago the local 
demand for gooseberries was of very trifling 
account, but at present their popularity is 
large and increasing, and when the Ameri- 
can fruit-grower has succeeded in producing 
a gooseberry which shall be as superior to 
its English cousin as was Iroquois to the 
field that lagged behind him, this highly- 
palatable berry will find a front place in the 
pies and among the dessert fruits of the 
most fashionable dinner tables. This year’s 
crop of gooseberries is a very good one, and 
they are finding a ready sale at $2 a bushel. 

Plums continued toarrive from Mississippi 
during the week, and sold at $2 per crate of 
twenty-four quarts. They will very shortly 
be succeeded by the Tennessee crop. 

The first arrivals of peaches occurred on 
Friday, when a Consignment of Troth’s early 
variety arrived from Arkansas. The fruit 
were in very good condition, of medium size, 
and in very beautiful bloom. They sold at 
about $2 for the bushel box. In afew days 
peaches will begin to arrive from Tennessee, 
where, it is reported, a very fine crop is on 
the point of ripening for market. 

THE SUPPLY OF VEGETABLES 
during the week was very fair. Tomatoes 
arrived from New Orleans and Mississippi, 
and sold at from $1 to $2 for a box of one- 
third of a bushel, according to condition. 

The local hot-beds have been supplying 
the market with cucumbers, the main source 
of which however has continued to remain 
at ae Orleans. They sold during the week 
at from 15 to 20 cents a dozen, but prices will 
rise as soon as the New Orleans supply is 
exhausted and the home supply has to be 
relied on. 

St. Louis and Cairo have been drawn on 
during the week for the supply of cabbages, 
which have sold at $4.50 for a large crate 
containing fifty heads, and $1.50 to $2 for a 
small crate containing twenty-four heads. As 
soon as the supply comes from more north- 
erly points,—and it is expected that the local 
cabbage will be ready to cut in a week,.—this 
favorite vegetable will become considerably 
cheaper. 

The same remark applies to pears, which at 
present are mainly arriving from Muscatine 
and from Cincinnati, which supplies the 
Muscatine variety, both of which have sold 
during the week at from $1.50 to $2 a bushel. 

The southern partof the State has been 
send the necessary supply of string-beans, 
which have sold at $1 to $1.25 per bushel box 
for green and $2 for wax. 

New potatoes have been arriving in half- 
bushel sacks, which have found ready sale 
at $2.50. Large quantities are expected 
from Nashville, Tenn., during the present

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“DRVIS SMOKE-BURNER. 


Its Successful Working at the 
Union National Bank 
Building. 


How It Disposed of the Smoke at 
Libby, McNeill & Libby’s. 


A reporter of THe Tripune yesterday in- 
terviewed several persons who have used the 
Union smoke-burner, an ingenious device 
for consuming smoke, invented by Mr. O. D. 
Orvis, of this city, as to what, if anything, 
had been gained by its use. The chief points 
to be established in considering the merits of 
any smoke-consuming aparatus are, first, 
does the contrivance consume the smoke; 
second, does it increase the power of the 
boilers to which it is attached; and thirdly, 
does it economize fuel? The simplicity or 
complexity of the device and the ex- 
pense of applying it, as well as the manner in 
which it acts upon the boilers and 
grate-bars, are also considerations of impor- 
tance. The subject is one of much interest 
to all who dwell in large cities, and is par- 
ticularly worthy the attention of Chicagoans, 
for the reason that an immense amount of 
bituminous coal is used here. 

MR. W. c. D. GRANNIS, 
Vice-President of the Union National Bank, 
was found at his office and questioned as to 
the results achieved by the use of the smoke- 
burner in the Union Block. Mr. Grannis is 
President of the Union Smoke-Consuming 
Company, which is introducing the new sys- 
tem, and he requested the reporter to 
pass down into the boller-room of 
the building, question the engineer and fire- 
man, and examine the appliance for himself, 
The fireman said that the Orvis burner was 
attached to the boilers last fall, and that 
since it was put in there had been no aiffi- 
culty with regard to smoke. Before that 
time no less than five smoke-consumers of 
different styles bad been tried, and all had 

roven failures. He illustrated the manner 

n which the Orvis burner worked in a prac- 
ticable way by firing-up the boilers in the 
presence of the reporter. A goodly quantity 
of Indiana block coal was thrown into the 
furnace, the Orvis attachment being in 
place, and the reporter watched the result. 
No smoke came from, the top of the tall 
chimney, which is somg eighty-five or ninety 
feet in hight. 

But when the smoke-burner was discon- 
nected and a similar experiment tried, the 
firing being carefully attended to and the 
same kind of coal used, the smoke began to 
pour from the chimney in a dense black mass. 
The attachment was again made, and in an- 
other minute 

NO SMOKE WAS TO BE SEEN. 


The smoke-burner is of the simplest con- 
struction, and recommends itself upow that 
ground. It consists of the application 
of a fine — into the upper 
part of the urnace, in front. 
The steam is drawn from the boiler, 

in its passage into the furnace creates a 
vacuum. Air rushes in, and by its combina- 
tion with the steam combustion is aided. 
The pressure of steam can be reguiated or 
cut off altogether by the furn of a valve. 

The fireman said that no attempt had been 
made there to estimate the saving in fuel re- 
sulting from the useof the smoke-burner, 
but he believed it was considerable. The 
supply of steam required was so irregular 
that it would be difficult to apply 
a fair comparative test, and _  there- 
fore none had been made. During his 
seven years’ employment in the building he 
had witnessed a number of trials of smoke- 
burners, but none compared with the Orvis, 
either for consuming the smoke or econ- 
omizing coal and the labor of firing. He 
would not like to see it taken out,for he was 

ure that more steam could be made with 

e same amount of coal with the Orvis at- 
tachment than could made without it. 
The boilers were of the ordinary tubular pat- 
tern, and three steafjets were attached to 
each. , 

The engineer of the building joined with 
his assistant in 

PRAISING THE ORVIS ATTACHMENT. 
He said they had torun the boilers for all 
they were worth, having to run the elevators, 
the feed-pump for the boiler, to pump all the 
water for the building, and to supply steam 
foran adjoining restaurant, as well as to 
ump air for use in the pneumatic tubes used 
yy the Western Union ‘lelegraph Company 
by day and night. It was therefore neces- 
sary to keep everything in the best possible 
condition, and the Orvis burner aided ma- 
teriaily to this end. During the severe 
weather of the past winter it had helped 
them considerably in making steam. 
He could not give any definit 
facts about the economy of fuel, 
although satisfied that there had been a sav- 
ing. Another great recommendation of the 
Orvis system was that it entailed no extra 
wear and tear upon the boilers or grate-bars. 
Ile had tried many devices for consuming 
smoke, none of which gave anything like the 
satisfaction attained with this arrangement. 
The Orvis smoke-consumer was the simolest, 
cheapest, and most satisfactory thing of the 
kind he had ever seen. 
MR. LIBBY, OF THE FIRM OF LIBBY, M’ NEILL 
& LIBBY, 
meat-packers on State street, said that his 
establishment had made a thorough test of 
the Orvis smoke- consumer, and was perfect- 
ly satisfied with it. He was not in posses- 
sion of the actual figures showing the econo- 
my of fuel, but had understood from one of 
his partners, who had taken charge of the 
experiments made, that it was from 15 to 20 
ver cent in favor of the Orvis patent. The 
improvement was first tried b this 
firm a year ago, and in ctober 
last was applied to five more bol 
ers in the State street packing-houses. 
Before that time the firm had been constant- 
ly annoyed by the smoke, which amounted 
to a positive nuisance. Their neighbors and 
persons passing the packing-houses com- 
plained, and with good reason, of the dense 
volume of thick black smoke poured forth 
from their chimneys. They tried every ap- 
pliance which seemed to afford any promise 
of giving satisfactory results, but to no end 
until they put in the Orvis attachment. Since 
this was done there had been no complaints 
of smoke, the boilers made steam more read- 
ily, and 
COAL HAD BEEN ECONOMIZED, 
as stated. The fuel used was Pittsburg coal, 
costing about 34.40 per ton, and, as the firm 
uses some twenty-five tons per day at its 
three establishments, the saving by the use 
of the Orvis burner is an important item. 
The cost of applying the smoke-consumer 
was trifling in comparison, not being more 
than $100 to $125 for each boiler. The sys- 
tem was simple, not liable to get out of order, 
readily comprehended by any engineer or 
fireman, and achieved great practical results. 
Furthermore, it did not damage the boilers 
or furnaces, while with some of the con- 
trivances formerly tried the boilers had been 
almost ruined. Mr. Libby said he was fully 
satistied of the merits of the Orvis device, 
and understood that other large manufactur- 
ing establishments were about to adopt it. 
It was the best arrangement for consuming 
smoke he had yet tried, and it worked per- 
fectly so far as his experience went.

BIRTH OF A SEA-LION. 


An Event of Great Interest at the Cin- 


ecinnati Zoo<Zee—The Difficulty of 
Breeding Sea-Lions—Mother and Baby 
Doing Well—A Gay Lotharic of an 


Emu. 
Cincinnati Gazette. 

Yesterday morning at twenty minutes past 
8 o’clock another interesting acquisition was 
made to the large list of animals now in the 
garden, furnishing also additional facts of a 
peculiar and interestmg nature to the 
scientific world—tamely: the birth of a 
sea-lion, the third one ever born in a fresh 
water carnivora. In the year 1877 a pair of 
sea lions from Southern California, known 
as the zalophus Californianus, were brought 
to the Zoo., and given in charge of Prof. 
Thompson. Some little trouble was expe- 
rienced at first in accustoming them to the 
fresh water of their new abode, reared as 
they were in the salt waters of the Pacific, 
but, through the care and assiduity of their 
keeper, they finally not only became recon- 
ciled to the change, but brought forth young, 
—the first calf being born in 1878. The mother, 
however, Was in the last stages of tubercu- 
losis, and died several days after her co nfine 
ment, the calf surviving her but a week. An- 
other cow was then obtained, and the Pro- 


fessor succeeded again in inducing them 
to bring forth —— The second caif was 
born in captivity, making its appearance in 
the fall of 1880. But again were the man- 
agers of the garden doomed to disappoint- 
ment, the cow dying of ulceration of the ova- 
ries in about a fortnight after the birth, de- 
spite all efforts tosave her. A third cow was 
then brought to the aquarium, and, as above 
stated, she brought forth yesterday, at the 
bour named, the third and last seal calf ever 
born in a fresh-water aquarium, and at last 
accounts both mother and child were doing 
well, thanks to Prof. Thompson. 

Floundering about upon the rocky floor, 
and bleating like a young goat, was this 
newly-arrived though somewhat diminutive 
specimen of a sea lion. He was about as 
large asa recently-whelped Newfoundland 
pup, and clung as closely to his mother’s side 
as a country boy upon his first visit to a vil- 
lage fair. 

* How soon will the youngster take to the 
water?“ asked the scribe. 

Strange to say,“ answered the Professor, 
“the young of the sea lion cannot swim. 
This little fellow, sir, if thrown into the lake, 
would sink to the bottom like a pound- 
weight. It will be fully three weeks, or 
probably a month, before the mother will 
venture to take the youngster into the water. 
Then he will take his first lesson. When I 
was in charge of the Zoo at Philadelphia. a 
cow and calf were shipped overland to that 
place, and both progressed nicely until the 
winter came on, when the little fellow, 
t.rough the carelesness of the keeper, was 
permitted to plunge into the breathing-hole 
cut in the ice of the lake, and having but re- 
cently learned to swim, was caught under 
the icy cover and drowned before help could 
be procured,”

this love-lorn lady, who had already em- 
barked in the housekeeping line upon her 
own hook. The two met, and everything 
was lovely until a female ostrich in a neigh- 
boring lot cauglit the eyes of the gay Lothario, 
and he whispered honeyed words through 
the wires of his inclosure into her but too 
willing ears, his disconsolate wife being left 
in the meanwhile to warm the eggs upon the 
cold, cold ground, and look after the 
other housekeeping arrangements all by 
herself. Her patience becoming ex- 
hausted at last at the billing and cooing of 
her faithless spouse with this giddy speci- 
men of a dusting-brush, she attempted to 
mildly remind him of his duties as a hus- 
band and a prospective father, when he flew 
into a passion, broke up the nest, trampled 
the eggs under foot, and, falling upon his 
wife in all the rage of his furious passion, 
was within an ace of having murdered her 
when tl.e authorities interfered and placed 
him in durance vile in the mudhole above 
alluded to. “ You can’t bet on emus,” said 
Mr. Thompson. “They are not reliable 
birds, especially as husbands and fathers.”

THE CHICAGO SEMINARY. 
A CRITICISM ON ITS MANAGEMENT BY THE 
REV. JOHN C. HILL. 

Herald and . 

It is very evident that the time has come 
for a full discussion of the affairs of our Sem- 
inary at Chicago. There is something wrong. 
No such institution, had it a healthy consti- 
tution, would be subjected to such revolu- 
tious and changes. Look at the condition of 
affairs: The alumni with their affections 
alienated; the churches with little or no con- 
fidence in the institution: wealthy men re- 
fusing to sustain it; a green Faculty and no 
Professor in Theology; and a Board of Di- 
rectors that are regarded by the real friends 
of the institution as an obstacle in way 
of building up the Seminary in the progres- 
sive afd liberal spirit of the great North- 
West. 

The dissensions in the Board are pro- 
vorbial; the Faculty and the students have 
always been in harmony, but the Board has 
always been the very opposit, and what- 
eyer dissatisfaction may have been ex- 
pressed by five or six students for the past 
twelve years it could be traced to the in- 
gence of the Board. The recent action of 


the Board is the culmination of a periodic

There 
are many persons who feel that much of the 
thoughts and things of yesterday should be 
remade, or remodeled, or revamped, or read- 
ey 5 or “revised.” There are reyised 
aw books,” revised“ readers and spellers, 
revised“ everything. Each decade learns 
not a little, and it should in some way attach 
these improvements to all those things which 

ush themselves into the present from the 
ess fortunate past. 

These solemn meditations lead gently but 
resistiesly to the opinion or surmise that 
even Brother Talmage himself should be“ re- 
vised. A large committee should be ap- 
pointed to sit upon the present copy and com- 
pare it ge with all other copies of 
preachers now in common use or hidden 
away in biography or legend, with power to 
add to or abstract from the current edition. 
The present version seems hastily gotten up, 
and seems to a degree unauthorized. It has 
more words than are necessary; has a great 
many bad words; is not always consistent 
within itself; is full of evident interpolations 
—the work of some specialist or humorist. 
Under the hands of prudent and bold re- 
visionists **The Talmage” might be made 
very useful to this day and generation, for it 
has internal merit. The Brooklyn Presby- 
tery attemptéd this task, but for some cause 
the work fell through and we still have The 
Unrevised and Unubridged Taimage.”’ This 
is an evil which should soon pass away. 


PROF. SMITH. 
HIS LECTURES ON THE OLD TESTAMENT. 

The excitement which has been caused by 
the suspension of Prof. W. Robertson Smith 
by the General Assembly of the Scotch Free 
Church makes his views upon current relig- 
ious topics of unusual interest just now. 
Twelve lectures on Biblical criticism entitled 
“The Old Testament in the Jewish Curch,“ 
by Prof. Smith, were recently published in 
Edinburg, and in them a great many con- 
troverted points arediscussed. Of the charac- 
ter and scope of the lectures the Athenaum 
says: Intended for the instruction of the 
laity rather than the clergy, they do not aim 
at being scientific or learned; yet they may 
do much to enlighten ministers and teach- 
ers in Scotland—a class unduly wedded 
to traditional opinions. The first six 
lectures contain general discussions re- 
specting the transmission of the Old Testa- 
ment among the Jews and the collection of 
its books into a canon; the last six deal with 
the origin of the three great divisions,—the 
Law, the Prophets, and the Hagiographa. 
The book gives a clear and fair account of 
these subjects. The narrative is interesting 
and concise, the arguments are pertinent, the 
conclusions honestly deduced. The writer 
shows an extensive knowlege of the topics 
discussed, the result of wide reading and 
considerable reflection. His competence for 
the task is apparent, and he ranges over the 
whole field with firm tread, enunciating 
results in no feeble voice.“ While dis- 
with some of Prof. Smith’s 
conclusions, the Spectator highly com- 
mends the literary character of the work, 
and gives an interesting statement of the the- 
ological position of the author. “It is a 
book,” says the Spectater, “ distinguished by 
marked ability, by — — learn ing. by 
clearness of style and ineisiveness of thought. 
No man can mistake his meaning, and no one 
can henceforth be in doubt regarding the 
scope, bearing. and results of the critical 
method. To him the Bible is a his- 
tory,—the history of the work of redemption, 
from the fall of man to the ascension of the 
risen Savior: and the mission of the Spirit, 
by which the Church still lives.’ To him 
the object the aims of criticism 
are to retrace the history of the sa- 
cred volume up to the first origin of each 
separate writing which it contains, and to 
set as far as possible each separate writing 
in the light of the historical circumstances 
amid which it originated.” At end of a 
long article the Pull Mall Gazette awards 
the following 2 to the author's “critical 
method”: To give this brief summary of 
Prof. Robertson Smith’s conclusions con- 
veys a very imperfect idea of the admirable 
skill with which he applies his critical meth- 
od. It sets familiar facts and expressions in 
a perfectly new light, illumining for us the 
whole religious and political history of Is- 
rael, and making that history more intelligi- 
ple, more self-consistent, more instructive 
than it had ever appeared upon the tradi- 


tional view.“

s made of Jesus showing the marks of His 
punishment, and — ally His hands, as 
they had been pierced. Nor does the objec 
tion fail that Jesus concealed Himself from 
His enemies after His resurrection. This is 
but a portion of the evidence drawn from 
Celsus’ own wosds, that, however he derided 
and sought to confute the Gospel narratives 
(and the same remark a 1 to other 1 — 2 
tions of Scripture), he did not question their 
position as the genuine and accepted docu- 
ments of the Christians, but rather used 
them in that character to assail 
Christianity. His testimony here is 
evidently of the greatest weight; 
and his position as at once an immediately 
succeeding writer and an enemy gives the 
Gospels a recognition which could have come 
from no other quarter, even from later un- 
belief in the early centuries. It is impossi- 
ble for modern unbelief to shake this founda- 
tion, or to resolve those materials which Cel- 
sus has attested asso solid and document- 
ary, into the mist and vapor of shifting tra- 
dition. What he assails is not a cloud, but a 
fortress well defined, and the mark of stud- 
jed attack and siege. It is too late now to 
obliterate his lines and parallels, which have 
even been added the intrenchments 
against which they were directed. 

With regard to Porphyry, as he falls a 
century later, and as his principal work 
against the Christians, filled with references 
to Scripture, has perished, except in frag- 
ments, he does not supply the same valuable 
matter as Celsus. It may seem, indeed, 
one celebrated reference in that work is ad- 
verse—viz.: his denial of the genuineness of 
the Book of Daniel, and his interpretation of 
it as a prophecy written after the event. 
This, however, though an exception to the 
general habit of these writers dealing with 
the Scripture canon, does not mean so much 
as may at frst supposed. It was evi- 
dently the question of interpretation that 
led Porphyry astray. iad he been 
able to make light of the contents, and yet 
admit the genuineness of the book, as Celsus 
so constantly did in regard to the Gospels, he 
would not have rejected a work for which 
the external evidence is so strong. Besides, 
it is to be remembered that this denial stands 
alone: for the Christian writers—Eusebius, 
Jerome, and others—who have written 
against Porphyry have noticed no other 
book, or part of a book, that he rejected. 
And, once more, the authority of Porphyry 
is of no weight whatever against a book 80 
long before his own age, as in comparison it 
is in favor of books belon to his own 
time or somewhat earlier, like the writ- 
ings of the New Testament. Here, though 
less valuable than that of Celsus, bis testi- 
mony is of consequence. We find him by 
noticing a difticulty in the genealogy of Mat- 
thew—viz.: the repetition of the name of 
Jechonias in each of two sets of fourteen 
generations, thus attesting its place and that 
of the genealogy in the Gospel of Matthew. 
So with the call of Matthew, in th@ ninth 
chapter of the same Gospel, whichis ob- 
jected to as making the assent of the disciple 
too easy. And so with other points of criti- 
cism, like the argument 2 er Jesus being 

Word, as alleged in the beginnin 
of the fourth Gospel, that He couk 
neither be the inward Word nor the 
outward, and therefore could not be the 
Word in any sense. These exceptions stand 
upon an entirely different footing from the 
objection to the authorship of Daniel. ‘They 
admit the date and reception of the New 
Testament books, and only, as was in place 
for an unbeliever, deny their teaching; or 
tuey at times admit it, as — the Epistle to 
the Galatians seemed, in the case of l’aul and 
Peter, to record something discreditable to 
the Christian cause. 

The references by Julian to Scripture are 
chiefty of interest as affecting himself, for 
the question of the canon is by time 
decided. More of his references almost 
are to the Old Testament, than to the 
New. He readily quotes it and relies 
on it, though he throws out a rash assertion, 
which from him has no authority, that Moses 
had been confused and interpolated by Ezra 
“in a capacious manner.” He makes no 
similar charge of corruption as applied to 
any partof the New Testament, but main- 
tains that the writers disagree. Thus, in 
perhaps the most interesting part of his 
work against the Christians, “ You are so 
unhappy as not to adhere to things deliv- 
ered to you by the Aposties; buf they have 
been altered by you for the worse, and car- 
ried on to yet greater impiety; for neither 
Paul nor Matthew nor Luke nor Mark has 
dared to call Jesus God. But honest John, 
understanding a great multitude of men 
in the cities of Greece and Italy were seized 
with this distemper, and hearing likewise, I 
suppose, that the tombs of Peter and Paul 
were with reverence frequented, though as 
et privately only, however, having heard of 
t, he then first presumed to give him that 
title.“ Without giving Cyril’s refutation of 
the alleged absence of the name of God from 
the earlier Gospels that speak of apr gS I 
shall rather add the vigorous remarks of Dr. 
Lardner, which strike into the heart of the 
still living controversy regarding the fourth 
Gospel: “Julian here acknowledgeth many 
things extremely prejudicial to his cause, 
and more so than he was aware of. For 
he here acknowledgeth the genuineness 
and authority of most of the books of the 
New Testament, the writings of Paul, the 
Gospels of Matthéw, Mark, Luke, and John; 
that these books contain the doctrine of 
Christ's apostles, the persons who accom- 
panied Him, and were the witnesses of His 
preaching, works, death, resurrection, and 
taught in His name afterwards. He ac- 
knowledgeth the early and wonderful prog- 
ress of the Gospel, for he supposeth that 
there were in many cities of Greece and 
Italy muititudes of believers in Jesus before 
John wrote his gospel, which, as he com- 
utes, was published soon after the death of 
eter and Paul.” In addition to other facts 
of the Gospel record, Julian alludes to our 
Lord’s virgin birth, His enrollment under 
Cyrenius, and the unbelief of His relatives; 
and he twice alludes to His miracles, saying 
that He “ rebuked the winds and walked on 
the seas,” and that “He healed lame aud 
blind people, and exorcised demoniacs in the 
Villages of Bethsaida and Bethany.” A pe- 
culiar feature in Julian are his allusions to 
the Acts of the Aposties,—the conversion of 
maid-servants and 1 oF Cornelius, with 
the vision of Peter on housetop, and of 
Sergius Paulus, the epistle of the Jerusalem 
Council to the Gentiles, and the reproving of 
Peter at Antioch. The citations of Julian 
are thus only — Se those of Coane, —

GENERAL NOTES. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church of Iowa 
has a membership of 74,781. 

The Kansas Methodist is offering the Re- 
vised Testament as aprize for new sub- 
scribers. 

At the recent session of the Southern Pres- 
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Thes lar spectacle of a Roman Catho- 
lic Archbishop and Presbyterian ministers, 
noted for their aggressive Protestantism, on 
the same platform was recently witnessed in 
Glasgow. The occasion was an expression of 
opposition to Mr. Bradlaugh’s admission into 
Parliament. 


Most of the Methodist Ministers in Alabama 
receive very poor pay. Yet se self-deny- 
ing men have just contributed from their own 
salaries enongs money to support a foreign 
missionary.

It is stated on statisti¢al authority that the

States, comprising the Unitarian, the Univer- 
salist, the New Jerusalem or Swedenbor- 
an, and the Christian Churches, num- 
red altogether nineteen churches or socie- 
ties less in 1880 than in 1840, and 472 less in 
1880 than in 1860,

The Methodist Episcopal Church South 
reports 3,673 traveling preachers, a gain of 
115, and 837,831 members, a in of 15,355. 
Of these members, 1,081 are colored and 4,981 
are Indians. The collection for missions 
amounted to $152,762, an increase of $23,048, 
The largest Conference is the Virginia, which 
has 57,068 members, 189 traveling, 19 superan- 
nnated, and 173 local preachers. 


The 16mo. edition of, the Revised New 
Testament contains a misprint at 1 Corin- 
thians, III., 5: ‘“* Ministers through whom 
ye believed; and each as the Lord ve to 
him,” is printed as llows: Ministers 
through whom ye Lord believed; and each 
as He gave to him.” ‘The typography is, 
however, remarkably aceurate, and as yet we 
aes of no other errors.—New York Evening

In 1816 the income of the American Blole 
Society was $37,779.35, and the number of 
copies issued 6,410. In 1880 the receipts were 
$006,483.96, and the number of copies circu- 
lated 1.138,749. Up to the present time the 
Scriptures have been translated into 264 
languages and dialects.

At the spring Conference of the English 
Church Association the Rev. J. E. Gladstone 
urged. the advisability of taking action 
against the Bishop: e thought if they 
threatened the Bishops the Association 
would rouse them from their present apathy, 
and would bedoing more to abolish supersti- 
tion end lawlesness than if they persecuted 
and imprisoned 500 Mackonochies, Enraghts, 
and Greens. The subsequent speakers gen- 
erally indorsed the course taken by the 
Council in the prosecution of ritualistic 
clergymen. 


At the National Baptist Sunday-School In- 
stitute in Indianapolis, resolutions were 
unanimously adopted requesting all Baptist 
churches and Sunday-schools to raise a 
special contribution, on the fourth Sunday 
in June, for the establishment of Sunday- 
schools among the colored people. It was 
stated that of the 88 rsons of African 
descent in the United States, more than 
700,000 are members of Baptist churches, of 
whose children more than 1,000,000 are un- 
able to attend. Sunday-schools for want of 
books and teachers. 


The arrangements for the great Conference 
of the Methodists of the world, to be held in 
London in September, are made. The open- 
ing sermon is to be preached by Dr. Simpson, 
one of the Bishops of the Methodist Episco-

business of the Conference will be the read- 
ing and discussion of papers on the history 
and results of Methodism, the perils of the 
denomination, the home and a mis- 
sions, and allied topics. The great Import- 
ance attached to the Conference may be 
judged trom the fact that its deliberations 
are to extend over twelve days, and that the 
cost of holding the meetings and of the ar- 
rangements for the reception of the dele- 


gates is estimated at$25,000, 


London ruth says: The most remarkable 
circumstance in connection with the publica- 
tion of the revised version is the feverish 
anxiety with which several eminent prelates 
have repudiated the work. The Archbishop 
was perfectly wretched at the report that he 
had presented a copy to the Queen, and de- 
nied it with almost ridiculous earnestuess. 
The Bishop of Gloucester was mysteriously 
unwilling that it shonid be supposed that he 
was personally 8 5 for sending a 
copy to Windsor. The Bishop of London’s 
warning against ignorant criticism is cer- 
tainly well-timed, for some of the alterations 
savor of the narrowest pedantry. It seems 
doubtful whether the book will ever super- 
sede the authorized version, whatever may 
be the verdict of Convocation; but as a com- 
mercial speculation it is a brilliant success, 
and the large profits will be a very scasona- 
able windfall to the universities,

NEW UILDINCGS. 


Burling & Whitehouse, architects, have 
made the plans for the new building of the 
First National Bank on the northwest corner 
ot Monroe and Dearborn streets. It will 
have a frontage of 190 feet on Dearborn and 
ninety-five feet on Monroe, with an 
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alley on the west ahd north. The 
hight will be six stories ebove the 
basement. In the basement the safe 
Deposit Company will have its quarters, and 
there will be, besides, a number of brokers’ 
offices. In the first story the First National 
Bank will have its home, excepting that the 
twenty feet at the north end will be finished 
off for an office to rent. In the upper stories 
there will be eighteen offices on each floor, 
each about eighteen feet wide. Six offices 
on ench floor will have tive proof vaults. 
Light will be furnished the interior of the 
building from a magnificent skylight 16x109, 
which will look down on a court, on which 
all the offices will front on the inside. This 
skylight will supply light to the banking of- 
fice on the first story, in afldition to that fur- 
nished by the windows. The bank will have 
one cash vault, 16x18, lined with steel, besides 
six other fire-proof vaults. The vaults of the 
Safe Deposit Company in the basement will t 
lined with steel, and constructed in the strongest 
manner possible. Three elevators will carry 
passengers. Liberal stairway-room will be pro- 
vided, and an eXtra stairway will connect the 
second and fifth floors, 

The exterior will be of granit or Bedford 
stone for the first story. Above, Baltimore or 
Philadelphia pressed brick will be used, with 
stone trimmings. All the windows will have 
plate-giass, and those in the first story and base- 
ment will bave roiling iron blinds. Steam heat 
will be used all through the building, which will 
be generously supplied with every convenience 
that the modern resources of architecture can 
furnish. Estimates are now being made for the 
removal of the old walls. 

The cost of the new building will be at least 
£300,000, [ts style will be that of the renaissance, 
without frippery ornament, and depending for 
its effectiveness upon its simplicity. The en- 
trance will be on the Dearborn-street side, 
through a portico supported on granit columns, 
with a handsome vestibule. The whole building 
wili be ready tor occupancy next spring. 

The banking-room to be prepared for the 
First National Bank will have grand propor- 
tions. it will be &x165 in the clear. 

Two large memortal brasses with carved! oak 
frames have been placed in St. James’ Chureb in 
memory of Bishop Chase and Bishop White- 
house. On each is an inscription, “In Memo- 
riam,”’ with the names, dates, and other partic- 
ulars. Set into each oak frame below is a 
sinall panel of lowa marbie, carved and inlaid 
with the motto of the Bishop whom the tablet 
commemorates. These brasses were designed 
by Mr. F. M. Whitehouse.

Ihe contract for putting a topalressing of 
trap-rock on both sections of the boulevard 
was awarded to A. L. Amberg & Co., the 
price being $12,958 for the first and $15,706 for 
the second section. The trap-rock comes 
from Devil's Lake, Wis., and is believed to 
be the same as granit. 

At their last meeting the South Park Com- 
missioners urged upon the Mayor and the 
proper Executive Departments. of the city 
the speedy prosecution of the work on the 
Michigan avenue boulevard, which the city 
has indicated its purpose of doing, to the 
end that the general improvement may be 
carried forward without interruption. On 
motion of Commissioner Callaghan, the con- 
tractor was directed to use less room, aud 
not to obstruct the avenue to the extent 
that he has been doing. Builders on 
Michigan avenue have been restricted to the 
use of ten feet of the street, and ordered to 
place a temporary walk around such obstruc- 
tions as they bave placed in the street. The 
President of the Board bas been authorized to 
advertise fur proposals for the construction 
of the Thirty-fifth street improvement, from 
Michigan‘avenue to Grand boulevard, the side- 
walk to be letin one contract and ali the other 
work to be includedin the single letting, the 
work to be done during the present season. 

The property-owuers on Quincy street have 
asked Mayor Harrison to defer the paving 
of that thoroughfare Kill the ground which has 
been torn upto lay pipes should have time to 
settle. The Mayor asked in return that they 
should have granit laid when the time came. 
This the property-owners seemed willing 
to agree to. A sort of craze for stone pavement is 
creeping over Chicago. Even for heavy traffic 
wooden pavement laid on concrete, itself laid on 
a good foundation of sand, is u. good as the best. 
If Chicago people ever change their wooden 
eh yey oe ame stone, they will appreciate too 

te the luxury of the noiseiesness ot our present 
streets. N 

South Park avenue is not improved because 
Mr. A. J. McBean, to whom the contract was let, 
refuses to accept it, because he claims to have 
made a mistake of lo cents per square yard in 
bidding, having bid that much tov low. The 
total amount of bis bid is $37,434, and the increase 
will make about $2,000 difference. If be does not 
take the contract he forfeits #0, and the con- 
tract goes to A. Jaicks, the next lowest bidder, 
at £39,429, of which McBean, under the revised 
ordinances, will be holden for 5 per cent, 


RETTER TRANSIT. 

The Chicago & Western Indiana Road have 
decided upon the route to be taken by their 
belt road west of the city. The line west 
from South Chicago through Lake has not 
been settled, and the Company are weighing 
the merits of three routes offered them. Al- 
ready nine miles of the right of way have 
been secured, : 

An advertisement has lately appeared in 
the papers for a meeting of the stockholders 
of the Union Kailroad Company, which is 
that part of the Michigan Central which lies 
between Chicago and the State line. It is 
generally believed that this Company is being 
reorganized for the purpose of taking charge 
of the construction of an extension of the 
Michigan Central Railroad from Kensington, 
ulong the banks of Lake Calumet, to a connec- 
tion of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
near South Chicago. In this way Vanderbilt 
would be able to carry out his pian of taking 
the Michigan Central from the depot at the foot 
of Lake street and bringing it into the city over 
the Lake Shore Road to Van Buren. Vanderbilt 
already owns the right of way which belongs to 
the Chicago & Canada Southern. owned by him. 
and which runs along Lake Calumet through 
Pullman. 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southeru Road 
are laying a track from Englewoud to Forty- 
third street. This will give them a double track 
from Englewood to Twenty-second street. The 
Rock Island already have two tracks between 
those points, and are now laying a tbird. The 
probability is that each compony will use the 
new track for the movement of freight trains, 
and thus keep the main tracks clear for passen- 
ger trains. 

There was some time ago a meeting of the 
Directors of the Rock Island Koad to consider a 
pian for improving rapid transit over their road 
for Suburban accommodation by bufiding an 
elevated road over their present tracks. The 
Rock isiand has already the right of way in two 
directions, and both tap a large and populous 
district,—the Stock- Yards and Englewood,—and 
by acquiring another line, which would diverge, 
say, ut Thirty-tifth street. and run east to the 
Vicinity of the boulevards, and then south to 
Pullman and South Chicago, they would virtu- 
ally control the entire South Side and suburban 
towns except the strip immediately along the 
lake shore. The eievated tracks could be built 
over the present tracks by building stone piers 
with truss suspensions from pier to pier, and, as 
there is no property along the present line to 
damage, it could be built of ordinary bridge 
timber. There is a laryo and important district 
between the Iliingis Central and Rock Island 
Which will yield a rich harvest to the company 
that first provides it with rapid transit. 

The transter shops and grounds of the Grand 
Trunk Kailway have been located on the south 
half of the northeast quarter of Sec. 11, near its 
junction with its Forty-ninth street branch. 
They are to occupy forty acres. The right of 
way has been secured from their present line 
east to Wallace street, just south of Forto-ninth 
street, where they make connection with the 
Western Indiana Road, and track laying 
is to commence Within a weck, 
Capitalists have been investigating the value 
of property in that direction, and a good deal of 
attention is being turned towards it. Sales have 
been made during the past weck immediately 
south of Forty-ututh street and west of Ashland 
—.— at prices ranging from $2,000 to 83.000

ROCKAWAY BEACH. 

Mr. Albert M. Billings, of Chicago, made 
an extensive purchase of real estate last week 
at Rockaway Beach. Six hundred acres of 
Rockaway Beach, between the westernmost 
point and the big hotel, were sold by Henry 
A. Monfort, of Jamaica, L. I., as referee in 
proceedings brought by Alonzo B. Wright to 
foreclose a mortgage for $175,000. The prop- 
erty was bought from Mr. Wright fifteen 
months ago by Benjamin E. Smith, who paid 
$25,000 in cash and gave a mortgage for 
$175,000, A week later Mr. Smith transferred 


the property to Henry Y. Attrill, who exe- 
cuted to Mr. Smith a trust-deed for one- 
half of it. Messrs. Smith and Attrill 
afterward became interested in the rail- 
road built across Jamaica Bay and in 
the big hotel, and it is said that they are 
now contending for the control of the hotel 
property, each seeking to drive the other out. 
At the sule on Saturday Mr. Smith's counsel 
asked for an adjournment, promising that by the 
end of that time Mr. Smith would be able to pay 
the principai and interest of the mortgage. Tie 
request was denied. The bidding for the prop- 
erty was started at $100,000 by Aaron A. 
Degrauw. This was raised vy bids of $10,000 to 
$170,000, then to $175,000, and then by smaller 
amounts to $185,000, at which price the land was 
awarded to Albert M. Rillings, of Chicago. The 
records at the Register's office at Jamaica show 
that on Jan. 26 Mr. Attrill transferred the prop- 
erty for $1 to John P. Kennedy, who on March

gle of Conkling to get not so much a vote of 


confidence as a bare reblection has assumed 
another phase during the past week. Every- 
body knows that one of the most devoted ad- 
mirers and followers of the Senatorial Ajax 
isthe Mr. Jones who consents to represent 
Nevadain the Upper House of Congress. 
Mr. Jones, in respect to the Conkling fray, 
takes express pains to inform his friends 
that, like the Irishman who went into a 
South American insurrection, he is “agin 
the Government every time.“ ‘The fact that 
Mr. Jones is “agin the Government” is 
either a result of ora motive for his acute 
sympathy with Mr. Conkling. It does not 
matter much which itis. But the fact that 
Jones is on Conkling’s side is indisputable, 
and was illustrated in a rather diverting 
manner on Monday. It has occurred 
to Jones lately that Conkling at present has 
got no party. A politician without a party 
is obviously very much like a kite without a 
tall. So it has come into the benevolent 
mind of Jones to provide Conkling witha 
reasonable exeuse for continued existence. 
Monday evening, therefore, at Delmonico’s 
Jones gave a very handsome and elaborate 
dinner to ten or twelve people of various 
sorts and conditions. He gathered round 
him some of the drollest characters in the 
metropolis,—all on account of Conkling. Tom 
Ochiltree, the Gascon of the South (to whom I 
am indebted for my information) was there. 80 
was Jim Keene, So were eight or ten other 
equally incongruous persons. The design of 
Jones was to generate, under the influence of 
what Mr. Swiveller called the rosy,” a new 
party for the partyless Conkling. Conkling him- 
self was of course invited, and of course re- 
sponded personally. 

Now, it was upon the card of the benevolent 
Jones to unite with gastronomic friendly ties at 
bis hospitable board Conkling and Dana of the 
Sun. Jones knew that Conkiing was quite will- 
ing to shake bands with Dana. He felt pretty 
confident that Dana, who has long been cordially 
supporting the Senatorial Ajax in the Sun, would 
have no objection to shake hands with Conkling. 
Lut being a very wary and dramatic person, 
Jones took care, for fear of accidents, not to let 
either Dana or Conkling know beforehand that 
each was going to meet the other. It happened 
thut Conkling came early. It happened, also, 
that Dana came late. In the interval poor ‘'om 
got into conversation with Conkling, who was 
radiant and actually affable. One of the first 
things the luckless Ochiltree did was to congratu- 
late Conkling on the prospect of his harmoniza- 
tion. That was Ochiltree’s word with Dana. 
Conkling was compietely flabbergasted. Two 
or three shrewd questions drew trom Ochiltree 
a full and complete confession of Jones’ benev- 
olent scheme. Conkling’s urst impulse was to 
stay and see it out. His second and more sensi- 
bie was to disappear. “The construction which 
would be put — my ostentatiously making 
friends with Mr. Dana.“ be said. would be faise 
and prejudicial to me. Personaily [ like and 
admire Mr. Dana, and nothing would give me 
greater pleasure than to take him by the hand 
and assure bim, with sincerity, of my most dis- 
tinruished consideration. But just now, as a 
public man,in a peculiar predicament, I reaily 
couldn't afford to do it. ou must excuse me, 
therefore; and, with the very best feelings in 
the world, I suy good-nigbt.”

He happens just now to be a 
little abead of the game, according to the Hour, 
which says be was iucky enough for once in his 
life to bet Ii to IA on I ois in hu to the 
ultimate satisfaction of Delmonico. 

The ownership of race-horses abroad is get- 
ting to be quite an institution with our “upper 
crust.’" Keene is not enjoying the luck which 
bas attended Lorillard, but he keeps on spend- 
ing money with praiseworthy enterprise in a 
desperate hope of getting hold of something in 
the way of international equestrian glory.

Keene, by the way, is quite a character. 
He is a small, dark, bilious man, with a large 
head and a short beard, and an expression of 
perpetual headache. This expression hap- 
pens to be a fair index of his condition, for 
he is hardly gver free from bilious influence. 
By birth he is a Cockney, though he is about 
as un-English a person in appearance as ever 
came from the bounds of Bow bells. They 
say he isa very refined and well-informed 
man, and he certainly does not look as if he 
were very coarse-grained, Buthe surrounds 
himself with a delectable parcel of parasites.

ENGLISH RENT—DECLINE. 


A Serious Prospect for Landlords and 
Tenants. 
Pali Mau Gazette. 

Mr. Sturge, of Birmingham, has made a 
careful investigation into the reductions of 
rent which have lately taken place on the 
reletting of farmsin all parts of England, and 
the result is not only interesting but start- 
ling. In Lincolnshire many farms in the fen 
districts would be let rent free to any tenant 
who would pay rates and taxes; heath land has 
fallen 15 per cent; marsh land 30 to 40 per 
cent; and clay land 40 to 50 per cent. In 
West Norfolk farms on chalk soils have fall- 
en about 15 per cent, many on light, sandy 
soils are unlet. Good fen land in Hunts has 
fallen over 50 per cent, and is even then diffi- 


cult to let; tenants cannot be found for cla 
land at a fall of 75 per cent, and the value o 
freehold land is estimated to have fallen 
more than a third. 

In Leicestershire a ay 500-acre farm, 
lately let at 34s an acre, has now been let on 
lease at 30s, the landlord having first laid out 
£2,000 on improvements. A 150-acre farm 
(half grass) has fallen from 85s per acre to 
20s. In West Shropshire many tenants have 
given notice to leave; others remain at re- 
ductions of from 20 to 50 per cent. In 
Worcestershire allowances have been made 
of from 22 to 30 per cent, and on one large 
estate only one farm is oceupied, and the 
others will require an expenditure equal to 
six years’ rent before they can be brought 
into condition again. In North Warwick- 
shire a farm let for many years at £400 has 
been relet at £300, after a considerable out- 
lay by the landlord on new buildings. An- 
other let 150 years ago at 10s an acre, but of 
late at 38s 6d, is in the market, the tenant re- 
tusing to remain at 208. In Central and 
South Warwickshire there have been reduc- 
tions of 20 to 50 per cent, and a great number 
of farms are vacant. In one parish of 3,000 
acres four-fifths are unoccupied. 

_In Bedfordshire new lettings are 25, 50, and 
75 per cent below old rates. A farm recently 
let at 363 an acre is now occupied 
rent free. In Hertfordshire a farm of 400 
acres is let rent free on condition that the 
tenant keeps it in cultivation; on an estate of 
5,000 acres 1,800 have been relet at an average 
reduction of 27 pereent, On another property 
1,600 acres are in the market. The fall in 
Essex is 40 to 50 per cent; a farm let up to 
Michaelmas at £315 a year is now let at £100. 
In Oxfordshire four-tifths of an estate of 
2,000 acres are unoccupied, and in another 

art of the county twenty-one farms are to 
et at nominal rents. In Somerset the fall in 
arable land is about 30 per cent. The rental 
of a Gloucestershire parish extending over 
2,000 acres has diminished £1,000 a year. In 
North Wilts 10,000 acres are to let on one 
estate, and a great area of land is going out 
of cultivation. A farm in South Wilts, 
recently let at £700 a year, has been let at 
£450. n one estate in West Sussex 5,000 
acres are tenantiess, and on another in West 
Herts eight large farms out of ten are on the 
owners’ hands. 

In the south of Scotland reductions of 
from 20 to 50 per cent have usually been 
made on new leases. It is of course om- 
ing increasingly difficult to sell land unless 
the situation is exceptionally good, and there 
is every reason to expect that an enormous 
number of farms will be given up at Mich- 
aelmas. Good grazing and dairy farms are 
how the only ones for which anything like 
the old rents can be obtained, and landlords 
are willing and eager to let on terms which 
they would ‘have scoutéd with indignation 
only a few years since, 

‘The seriousness of the prospect next win- 
ter cannot be exaggerated, for it is certain 
that thousands of laborers will be thrown out 
of work, whose only resource will be the par- 
ish. At present in many localities the un- 
satisiactory state of things causes the posi- 
tion of farm servants to be most wretched: 
and small shopkeepers in country villages 
are unwilling to give credit even for a loaf 
of bread, never feeling sure that at the end of 
the week their customer may not be thrown 
out ot work. Land-owners with large nomi- 
nal incomes, whe have to pay jointure, inter- 
est on mortgages, and other charges, just as 
they had to do in days of prosperity, are in u 
sorry plight; and some whose rentals amount 
to tens of thousands have not at their dis- 
posal as many hundreds as they are believed 
to have thousands, and in a few cases the re- 
duction has made the real income of say 
£5,000 out of £20,000 (the difference between 
gross receipts and net balance after deduct- 
ing outgo ) absolutely disappear... It is

LOW PRICES AT THE GRAND. 

Mr. Jay Rial has been making an interesting 
experiment at the Grand Opera-House, not that 
the production of Uncle Tom's Cabin” under 
ordinary circumstances could be calied either 
interesting or experimental, but because there 
dave been some unusual circumstances con- 
nected with its production. First. the prices of 
admission have been very much reduced; and, 
secondly, a distinct and successful appeal has 
deen made for the patronage of church people 
and non-theatre-goers,—of all classes. When 
Mr. Rial’s company was here last it played at 
Haverly's Theatre. The regular prices of ad- 
mission were charged, and the attendance was 
peggariy. Last week the prices were halved, 
andthe attendance was only limited by the 
capacity of the house. It is probable that the ve- 
ceipts at the reduced rates were double those 
‘realized at Haveriy's on the old scale of prices, 
to accomplish which there must bave been four 
times as many persons in attendance. From a 
pecuniary point of view the experiment must be 
adjudged successful. There could be no ad- 
vantage in playmg to poor houses at regular 
rates for the name of the thing and for style.“ 
which Mr. Rial did not enjoy in playing to large 
audienees at half price. 

The experiment shows, moreover, that there 
will before long be room in Chicago for a low- 
price theatre, where the best attractions can be 
offered at halt the ordinary terms of admission. 
There does not happen to be in Chicago at pres- 
ent a building exactly suited for the purpose. 
MeVicker’s and Haverly’s must be for many 
years strictly first-class in every respect, includ- 
ing price; and it should be said that the terms 
offered by them in view of the quality of enter- 

. tainment they provide, and in comparison with 
those of first-class theatres in the East, are low. 
The Grand Opera-House and Hooley's are not 
large enough to make the trial on the best 
terms. The Grand Opera-House in New York 
and Booth's Theatre, where the plan was intro- 
auced, have immense auditoriums, andif they 
are filled at half rates any manager can get a 
profit ont of the house. The big low-price 
theatre is probably yet to be built for 
Chicago. The auditorium which  Hay- 
erly has just abandoned would have been 
admirably adapted for the purpose. But as the 
critics are those who have failed in literature and

A REFORM IN EDUCATION. 
Repeatedly my attention has been called 
to the fact that our best men are not city- 
born. 
erally admit of ciear and easy explanation) 
the chances are in favor of the country boy. 
lcannot now discuss the causes of this. I 
must content myself with saying that the 
question is not one of pure air, nor whole- 
some food, nor good teachers, nor evil com- 
munications, so much as it is the proper 
balance of intellectual and physical training. 
In the country, a boy’s time is about equally 


divided between school (not always 
under the best teachers) and intel- 
ligent manual labor. In the city, as a 


rule, a boy attends school nine or ten months 
and is idle the rest of the year. Even his 
games ars narrow and of little physical value, 
for his playground is the public street. (1 
should like to say exactly what I think of a 
city which has scores of public parks and 
public grounds, and yet not a single square 
where boys are at liberty to play ball or 
cricket, foot-ball or croquet!) 
Recognizing our 
POVERTY ON THE MANUAL SIDE, 
we have hitherto endeavored to make up for 
the deliciency in the manual elements by 
adding to the intellectual pabulum. The re- 
sult is an unhealthy, unbalanced develop- 
ment. 
Another reason why it is necessary to in- 
corporate manual training into our system 
of education is that opportunities for learn- 
ing the use of tools, outside of schools, are 
fast disappearing. One of our leading prac- 
tical men said to me last week: The trades 
tre running out. Through the influence of 
‘Trades-U nions the number of apprentices does 
not make good the annual loss, and skilled 
mechanics are becoming less and less in 
number. I see no wayof fostering our 
manufactories, and of giving our boys a 
chance to acquire mechanical skill except 
through manual training schools.” This 
man has proved his faith by his deed, for he 
has one son in the school to-day, and nas 
two enrolled for next year. And hoe is right. 
Too often the apprentice has a dog’s life, and 
boys shrink from it. Some people suppose 
that the peculiar trials, privations, discour- 
agements, and bard-knocks of an apprentice 
are necessary ingredients in the education of 
aworkman. Nothing could be farther trom 
the truth. Under such a regime the greater 
part of what he learns he would be better off 
without.

Thanks to good and strong friends whom 
neither we nor the city will soon forget, the 
schoqi is in many ways admirably equipped.
